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Cancers linked to dietary fat: scientist

Fat In meats, dairy products and 


vegetable oils promotes three of the 
most deadly forms of cancer, a noted 
health researcher told the American 
Chemical Society Thursday. 


Colon, rectal and breast cancers are 


as surely linked to fat in the diet as 
lung cancer is to smoking, Dr. John 
Welsburger of the American Health 
Foundation, Valhalla, N.Y., told the 
convention. 


"Food additives, pesticides and sac- 


charin all have very little to do with 
the Incidence of cancer of the colon or 
breast," Weisburger said, "The key is 
the fat component of the diet." 


THERE ARE 100,000 cases of colon 


and rectal cancer in the United States 


each year and the cancer is respon- 
sible for 27 per cent of all cancer 
deaths, Weisburger said. 


There are 60,000 cases of breast 


cancer in women yearly and the dis- 
ease is responsible for 20 per cent of 
all cancer deaths in women. 


The average American gets 45 per 


cent of his daily calories from either 
saturated fat, associated with meat 
and dairy products, or unsaturated 
fat, which is associated with vege- 
table oil. He said saturated fats are 
more harmful. 


By comparison, in Japan, where 


cases of breast, rectal and colon can- 
cers are very low, only 20 per cent of 
a person's calories are from fats,

Soviet tracking ship in the harbor. 


THE ENTIRE Havana diplomatic 


corps, plus 120 Cubans, turned out for 
a reception in the patio of the old em- 
bassy. Fidel Castro did not attend. 


The ranking Cubans who attended 


were Marcelo Fernandez, the minister 
for foreign commerce, and Pelegrin 
Torras, vice-minister of foreign af- 
fairs. 


Torras spoke for the Cubans.

Americans adopt a "prudent diet" 
and lower their consumption of fat to 
33 per cent of their calorie intake. 


The recommendation was'endorsed 


recently by the U.S. Senate Select 
Committee on Nutrition chaired by 
Sen. George McGovern, D-S.D,, Weis- 
berger said. 


"The public should want to lower its 


fat consumption in the same way that, 
after 20 years, we are beginning to 
see some changes in smoking habits," 
he said. 


"Agribusiness must be persuaded to 


sell the public lower-fat food." 


EXPERIMENTS with laboratory 


animals have shown that the in- 
cidence of breast and intestinal can- 
cer is reduced by SO per cent when fat 


and Cuba," he said. "Over the past 16 
years there have been many prob- 
lems. The pending problems are not 
easy to solve. 


"But if we solve them as we have

Edward Washak and Eugene Bre- 


wer were measuring bridges in Kane 
County Thursday. 


For $9.62 per hour, one man extend- 


ed an expandable measuring stick to 
measure the distance between the 
bridge and the roadway underneath. 
The other wrote it down. 


Back at the Illinois Dept. of Trans- 


portation office in Schaumburg, Alan 
Lundberg, who supervises the bridge 
data collectors, insisted that the job is 
a necessary one — whether the em- 
ployes are hired through political pa- 
tronage or not.

intake is lowered, Weisburger said. 


The total amount of fat consumed 


by Americans increased 26 per cent 
between 1910 and 1970, another bio- 
chemist, S. P. Yang of Texas Tech 
University, reported. Saturated fat 
in the American diet actually de- 
creased 7 per cent in that time, while 
unsaturated fat increased 180 per 
cent. 


Weisburger said the scientists do 


not think fat causes cancer but in- 
stead promotes its development in two 
significant ways. 


It increases the amount of bile acid 


in the digestive system, which in turn 
is thought to stimulate intestinal can- 
cers. 


IN WOMEN, fat affects the pituita- 


ry gland, which produces the hormone 
prolactin. High-concentrations of pro- 
lactin, as well as the hormone estro- 
gen in the breast have been connected 
with breast cancer, Weisburger said. 


Dr. L. 0 Crosby of the National 


Cancer Institute said the study of en- 
vironmental causes of cancer, in- 
cluding diet, is leading to ways to pre- 
vent the disease. 


"We're not going to find the 'cure' 


for cancer. Prevention is the key if 
•we're going to increase our survival," 
Crosby said. 


A recent Gallup poll showed that 


cancer is the disease most feared by 
Americans, Crosby said. Fifty-eight 
per cent of the persons questioned in 
the 1977 poll listed it as the most 


dreaded disease. 


CROSBY WARNED against radical 


changes in diet that may lessen the 
risk of one cancer but, greatly heigh- 
ten the danger of some other form of 
the disease. 


"Diet is a two-edged sword and a 


drop in the incidence of one kind of 
tumor could only mean a rise in an- 
o t h e r . Before making any vast 
changes in your diet, or falling for a 
fad diet, think about it first," Crosby 
told the chemists.

Panamanian sets himself afire 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (UPD - 


A Panamanian muttering "they 
must not sign" doused imself with 
flammable fluid and set himself 
afire in front of the U.S. Embassy 
Thursday to protest the new Pan- 
ama Canal Treaty. 


He was critically burned before 


U.S. Marine guards managed to 
smother the sheet of flames that 
engulfed him as he stagged down 
the sidewalk. 


Police identified the man as 


Leopoldo Aragon, a 50-year-old 
Panamanian who has lived in 
Stockholm for several years. They 
said he was the founder and sole 
member of the Panamanian Lib- 


eration Command, which opposed 
the Panamanian government and 
an American presence there. 


A DOCUMENT found near his 


body, written in Spanish and bear- 
ing a 
Panamanian 
Liberation 


Command letterhead, denounced 
the new canal treaty. However, it 
was so badly burned the text was 
unreadable in parts. 


Doctors at Karolinsksa Institute 


said Aragon suffered burns over 
90 per cent of his body. 


Jan Sandkvist, a telelvision re- 


porter who knew Aragon, said the 
Panamanian had written him a 
letter some days ago explaining 
"why I am killing myself." 


He also spoke with Sandkvist 


about 15 minutes before he set 
himself afire. 


"He was calm 
and deter- 


mined," 
Sandkvist 
said. 
"He 


wanted us to film the incident and 
get publicity for his cause." It 
was not filmed. 


A Swedish guard at the embas- 


sy told police, ."The man lifted a 
white bag over his head and 
poured some fluid over his body. 
Then he went up in flames." 


Marines rushed to his aid, cov- 


ering him with their jackets and 
shoving him to the ground. 


U.S. CHARGE d'Affaires Jack 


Perry said when he rushed out of 


the building he heard Aragon mut- 
tering, "They must not sign." 


The charred remnants of his 


clothes were scattered across the 
embassy lawn. 


In his letter to Sandkvist, Ara- 


gon wrote: 


"I am burning myself so my 


people, the Panamanian people, 
will have the right to choose and 
decide whether they accept or re- 
ject the Canal treaties 'nego- 
tiated' between dictator (Omar) 
Torrijos and the United Staes gov- 
ernment in a tine plebiscite, not 
in a Torrijos' fascist referen- 
dum." 


The treaty is scheduled to be 


signed in Washington Sept. 7. 


Best Cab to drop seniors9 program

One of two taxicab companies oper- 


a t i n g in Arlington Heights has 
dropped out of the subsidized taxi pro- 
gram for senior citizens in a move 
Village Pres. James T. Ryan calls "ir- 
responsible." 


Chuck Kolls, owner of Arlington 


Best Cab Co., will end his six-month 
participation in the program by Oct. 
1, village officials said Thursday. 


Kolls could not be reached for com- 


ment Thursday. 


KOLLS HAD SAID that the $1 sub- 


sidy he receives from the village and 
50 cents from elderly passengers for 
each ride doesn't cover the average $3 
fare, 


Ryan attacked Kolls' decision, say- 


ing it is "irresponsible and a slap in 
the face to senior citizens." 


' ' I ' m very saddened and dis- 


appointed in him for doing it,' he said. 
"For someone who has recently come 
into this community, he shows a^total 
disregard for the need of the commu- 
nity." 


Robert Birks, owner of the other 


taxicab company operating in the vil- 
lage, Arlington City Cab Co., said he 
will continue participating in the pro- 
gram, though it costs him about $100 
a month. 


Village officials took issue with 


Kolls' $3 figure as the average fare. A 


study conducted in 1974 concluded 
that the average ride within village 
limits was $1.60 and Birks said that 
figure is close to the current average. 


JOHN GIANOPULOS, chairman of 


the senior citizens committee, said he 
doesn't believe Kolls is losing enough 
money to warrant dropping out of the 
program. 


"When we first started this pro- 


gram he had one cab. Since then he 
has expanded his service (to four 
cabs) yet he cries now that he can't 
afford to pick up seniors," he said. 


"When one is in a position to buy 


new cabs I find that financial situ- 
ation hard to believe," he said. 


Ed Geiss, village human resource 


coordinator said Kolls picked up 241 
senior citizens in July, compared with 
1,481 elderly passengers who rode in 
Birks' 18 cabs. 


"His participation had been increas- 


ing since he began the program in 
February," Geiss said. "It's too bad 
he had to pull out." 


Geiss and other officials worry that 


without Rolls' participation senior 
citizens might have trouble getting 
prompt cab service. 


"This will heve an impact come 


winter when more people start taking 
cabs," he said. "I just hope that we 
don't have some seniors waiting a 
long time in the cold because of this.".

COLUMBUS, Ohio (UPI) — Case

dent Judith Reisman has asked about 
400 supposedly liberated women if 
they read Playboy or Hustler maga- 
zines — and what size bust they wish 
they had. 


The "frightening" results said Ms. 


Reisman, 43, who is writing a dis- 
sertation on the impact of the "Play- 
boy Genre" on the American female 
image, have made her a soldier in 
Mayor Ralph Perk's citywide anti- 
smut campaign in Cleveland. 


"Women want bigger busts and 


smaller waists," said Ms. Reisman in 
a telephone interview from her Cleve- 
land home. Regardless of age, marital 
status, occupation or religion, that's 
how they want to look. "Where in 
blazes do they get such an idea?" 


THE MOTHER of four daughters 


says this American ideal of beauty is 
coming from Playboy and more than 
20 soft core pornographic magazines 
like it. Illustrative issues and slides 
fill her work area at home. 


"Why?," she asks again. "I think 


it's because women want men to love 
them. If they think men want pure 
little ladies with high button shirts, 
fine. If they think men want bunnies, 
fine too. Women want to be adored."

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Anita turns driving force toward Mexico 


BROWNSVILLE. Tex. (UPP - 


Hurricane Anita intensified suddenly 
to a 155-mile-an-hour storm Thursday 
night, but the center of the swirling 
winds angled away from the popu- 
lation center along the international 
border and headed for the sparsely 
settled coast of northeastern Mexico. 


Thursday night the National Weath- 


er Service put the 28-miIe-wide eye of 
the storm 100 miles southeast of 
Brownsville. 


Thousands of Mexican nationals fled 


across the Rio Grande into Texas, fill- 


ing rescue shelters and joining an ex- 
odus away from the powerful and po- 
tentially deadly winds. 


POPULAR TOURIST towns along 


the southern Texas coast were evac- 
uated and there was little sign of life 
in the port city of Brownsville, Tex., 
where gale winds of 60 miles per hour 
and light showers struck soon after 
sundown. 


But the sister cities of Brownsville 


and Matamoros, Mexico — the cen- 
ters of an international metropolis of 
750,000 persons — apparently were to 


be spared the worst of the winds and 
rain. 


"The shift in course has saved 


Brownsville's neck," said Dr. Neil 
Frank, director of the National Hurri- 
cane Center in Miami, "If the center 
of this thing had cone right over 
Brownsville, it would have raised hav- 
oc." 


"We haven't changed our minds at 


all • about preparations here," said 
Cameron County Judge Ray Ramon. 
"Storms have hit south of here before 
and come right up the coast. We have 


to be on the alert for at least 24 more 
hours." 


As late as 3 p.m. Thursday winds 


from the hurricane were reported at 
125 m.p.h., but by 5 p.m. the winds 
had increased to 150 m.p.h. At 9 p.m. 
the winds were reported to be 155 
m.p.h, 


"THIS CONTINUED movement to- 


ward the west, southwest increases 
the threat that the northeastern coast 
of Mexico will be hit directly by the 
strongest part of this extremely dan- 
gerous hurricane/' the NWS said. 


One Brownsville weather official 


said he expected the eye of the storm 
to strike 90 miles south of the Mexi- 
can-American border.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Denounc-

"I am frankly surprised at the

The White House press secretary,

ry tones, attacked the quality and 
fairness of press coverage in the 
Lance affair while fielding questions 
on two new reports — one concerning 
embattled budget director and the 
other questioning the legitimacy of 
loans obtained by Carter's presiden- 
tial campaign committee. 


"WE'RE NOT going after anybody's 


fanny on this thing," he said, "But 
when somebody comes after ours, it 
seems to me we do have at least a 
right to respond in a reasonable fash- 
ion, sometimes a little unreasonable 
fashion. 


"We're already in a situation where 


one side (the press) kind of fights 
with rocks and sticks and we fight 
with pillowcases. But at least we 
ought to get a chance to get a lick in 
with our pillowcase every now and 
then."

Myerson said the houses will have

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Disabled help 
the RTA's duty 


Local government officials of- 


ten find themselves required by 
federal rules to spend money for 
costly programs that don't fit 
easily into local priorities. 


An example of that problem 


appeared this week when the 
Regional Transportation Author- 
ity board approved a $5 million 
program for transportation for 
the elderly and handicapped in 
order to meet federal guidelines. 


RTA officials expressed dis- 


may at the cost and scope of the 
program, which is required if 
the agency is to qualify for fed- 
eral funds. The federal rules re- 
quire urban transit systems to 
either modify present systems 
or provide alternative systems 
to aid persons in wheelchairs or 
who otherwise cannot climb 
stairs. 


Approval of the budget for the 


RTA program was greeted with 
unfortunate comments by RTA 
officials. Chief Operating Officer 
Leo Cusick said the rules on el- 
derly and handicapped have 
"snowballed" and added, "God 
knows what we eventually are 
going to have to do." Complying 
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with the rules will cut into funds 
available for other programs, he 
said. 


However easy it is to sympa- 


thize with the financially strap- 
ped RTA's problem in meeting 
the federal guidelines, it is im- 
portant to understand that in 
this case at least the rules are 
designed in response to a clear 
moral imperative. 


The handicapped and elderly 


in -society have long found thern- 
s e l v e s excluded from the 
mainstream of American life be- 
cause of barriers in their envi- 
ronment. For someone in a 
wheelchair, the curbs which sep- 
arate sidewalks from streets can 
be major barriers. The narrow 
steps onto a bus are insur- 
mountable. 


Providing access to public 


transporation for those with lim- 
ited mobility is important be- 
cause it can help them in their 
efforts to become contributing 
members of the 
community. 


Available 
transportation 
can 


lead to jobs and jobs can lead to 
greater independence for the 
handicapped. 


Therefore. RTA officials who 


are concerned with the financial 
burden of meeting the federal 
guidelines — no matter how jus- 
tified their concern — must take 
care not to display insensitivity 
to the genuine problems of those 
the guidelines are designed to 
benefit. 


The ETA, along with other 


parts of society, must join in the 
effort to provide opportunity to 
the aged and disabled. 


RTA officials should direct 


their energy toward solving the 
problems created by the com- 
mitment, not toward decrying 
the burden they face.

Somehow, deserts — and their 


spread — never have been 
among our priorities. 


Despite 
periodic 
Northwest 


suburban water shortages, the 
problems of the Sahara or the 
American Southwest are re- 
mote. 


The attention accorded this 


week to the United Nations con- 
ference in Nairobi, Kenya, on 
the spread of the world's deserts 
has thus pointed out a new addi- 
tion to the world's worry list. 


Nearly one-third of the earth's 


land is arid or semi-arid, the ex- 
perts tell us. And the deserts arc 
spreading, at least in part be- 
cause of improper grazing and 
land management that has wip- 


ed out natural vegetation in 
marginal areas. 


In the United States, for ex- 


ample, turning sheep loose on 
the Navajo Indian reservation in 
Arizona and New Mexico has 
transformed lush meadows into 
dusty land. 


Such damage is not irrever- 


sible. Israel's Negev Desert has 
been restored after thousands 
of years 
of overgrazing and 


deforestation. China has halted 
deterioration in some areas. 


In a world where food supplies 


are a problem, solutions — inter- 
national solutions — to the ex- 
pansion of deserts are neces- 
sary. The Nairobi conference is 
a first step toward solutions.

Over the years the U.S. Civil Rights 


Commission has performed valuable 
service in the struggle against dis- 
crimination and deserves good marks 
from the public. 


However, the commission now wish- 


es to change the way women and mi- 
norities are portrayed in television 
dramas, and this could violate one of 
the nation's most cherished rights: 
freedom from censorship. 


In a 181-paga report the agency 


claims that the television industry Is 
perpetuating racial and sexual ster- 
eotypes and it calls on the Federal 
Communications Commission

wrong in showing Edith Blinker as a 
submissive wife, but the "cure" im- 
plied by the commission is far worse. 
It would have the FCC order Edith 
portrayed in a positive light (as an 
atomic scientist perhaps). 


After that, how long would it be be- 


fore the FCC moved on from TV dra- 
ma and started telling Walter Cron- 
kite what to feature on the evening 
news? 


FCC Chairman Richard E. Wiley 


made a brief but cogent response to 
the civil rights group's report: "It 
seems difficult to conceive of how a 
federal agency would deal with ster- 
eotyping 
without becoming inevit- 


ably drawn into a role of a censor." 


THE COMMISSION WAS upset be- 


cause the television shows it moni- 
tored showd men as more indepen- 
dent and more likely to hold presti- 
gious jobs. Women were often unem- 
ployed and more "family bound." 


This really is an unwitting com- 


pliment to TV for showing life more 
or less as it is, not as the commission 
would like it to be. Because of the 
social history of the country and the 
advantages males had, they hold most 
of the higher ranking jobs. 


The current situation is not neces- 


sarily fair nor does it have to last. It 
can be changed by training more 
women for so-called men's jobs, open- 
ing up opportunities for them and 
treating them fairly at promotion 
time. 


But the answer is not to skew the 


content of television shows to show 
women in roles they rarely fill but 
where the commission would have 
them. That is not programming, it's 
propaganda, and we shouldn't accept 
it, even if it comes labeled as civil 
rights.

Contrary to an August 6 editorial in 


The Herald, my motivation in with- 
holding wage and bonus increases to 
state employes not covered by collec- 
tive bargaining agreements, pending 
a legal decision from the Attorney 
General, was based solely on the ful- 
fillment of my constitutional and stat- 
utory responsibility. 


As the state's chief fiscal officer, it 


is my duty to determine the legality 
of each financial transaction pre- 
sented for payment and to deny pay- 
ment of those obligations which do not 
comply with state law. The law, in 
this case, is not particularly clear; 
but it appeared to me that it does pro- 
hibit additional payments to employes 
for work already performed and for 
which remuneration has already been 
made. It does, however, except wage 
settlements made pursuant to a col- 
lective bargaining agreement between 
the state and an employe group. This 
would seem to indicate those employ- 
es represented in a collective bargain- 
ing agreement would be entitled to 
the negotiated increase and bonus, but 
those who are not covered by such an

agreement are prohibited by law from 
receiving the increases. Because' of 
the seeming statutory prohibition, I 
felt compelled to withhold such pay- 
ments until the appropriate officer, in 
this case the Attorney General, could 
officially rule on the matter. 


Of course, I could have authorized 


payment as suggested by the Gover- 
nor, but in doing so would have poorly 
served the watchdog function envis- 
ioned for this office by the framers of 
the 1970 Constitution. 


I also raised with the Attorney Gen- 


eral a constitutional question of even 
greater significance. As independently 
elected, constitutional officers, the 
Treasurer, Comptroller, Secretary of 
State, and Attorney General are dele- 
gated certain duties and, by implica- 
tion, are given the power to carry 
out these duties without encroachment 
of their constitutional independence. 
Governor Thompson's action allowed 
those employes! covered by the Per- 
sonnel Code, 90 of whom work in my 
office, to be granted a raise irrespec- 
tive of the fiscal consequences upon 
the budget that I was granted by the 
General Assembly. 


In effect, any constitutional officer 


who has a portion of his employes 
covered by the Personnel Code would 


be subject to the agreements made by 
another constitutional officer — in this 
case, the governor. I believe that such 
action constitutes a violation of the 
constitutional prerogatives of those 
public officials and could have far 
reaching implications which would 
severely restrict and erode the inde- 
pendent authority of independently 
elected officials. 


My action in no way forced non- 


union employes to join unions. At pre- 
sent, about 42,000 of the 65,000 em- 
ployes under the Personnel Code are 
members of various bargaining units; 
but only about 22,000 of these are 


union members. My action would 
have allowed the bonuses to all 42.000 


ri 


employes because they are all mem- 
bers of recognized bargaining units, 
but I believed the granting of the in- 
creases to approximately 16,000 em- 
ployes who are not covered by formal 
collective bargaining arrangements to 
be a clear violation of state law. 


The serious legal and constitutional 


questions I raised prevented me, as 
the state's chief fiscal officer, from 
making payments prior to receiving 
the ruling from the Attorney General.

'Lung cancer test can save lives' 


Due to a recent experience in our 


family, I'd like to notify the public 
of a test that could help save lives. 


When someone goes to a doctor for 


a cough and chest cold and especially 
if they are nearing 40 years of age 
and have smoked one to two packs of 
cigarettes a day for years, they 
should definitely ask for a sputum cy- 
tology test also. If there is a malig- 
nant tumor located in the lower 
bronchus tube, a bronchoscope test 
(long instrument that is used to look 
down your bronchial tube) will not 
pick the tumor up if its too far down. 
Chest X-ray will not spot it, as rarely 
will X-ray penetrate through the carti- 
lage, which is what the bronchial tube 
is made of. If the tumor is located in 
the shadow of the heart, neither bone 
scans nor X-rays will pick that up ei- 
ther. •

So through experience, having a 


sputum cytology test is the only sure 


way to know there are malignant cells 
there. The sputum cytology test is 
harmless, catching the first sputum of 
the day for three days. It will let you 
know also if you have pre-cancerous 
cells, which will alert you to being 
cautious about your smoking. Better 
yet, quit before it's too late. 


If your doctor's office doesn't do the 


test, then do as I did. Go to the lab at 
your nearest hospital and give them 
your doctor's name. The test results 
will then be .sent to his office. You 
may also write to National Cancer Cy- 
tology Center, 150 Broad Hollow Rd., 
Melville, N.Y., 11746, for more infor- 
mation. 


It has become evident that in most 


cases, X-ray does not detect cancer 
lesions early enough to ensure suc- 
cessful treatment and the evidence is 
growing that sputum cytology does 
have this potential.

are we generous too?

Two students are sitting at a library 


ta ble, books face down , tak ing a 
break by indulging in a common form 
of collegiate recreation: self-analysis. 


"I'm tolerant," says the earnest- 


looking one. "I'm as tolerant as any- 
one I know, It's just that I'm begin- 
ning to realize I'm tolerant without 
being very generous." 


Both laughed. The paradox is worth 


it. But the laugh is short and ends 
with a little grimace edging the 
mouth of the speaker. 


THE TWO HAVE hit upon a bitter 


irony of life today. What is the offi- 
cial virture on the lips, this emptiness 
of the heart? 


Tolerance — it fairly oozes out our 


pores. We tolerate, indeed we "em- 
pathize with" other customs, other 
mores as if we were anthropologists 
by profession. No sexual deviation, it 
seems, is beyond our neutral re- 
sponse. The eating tastes of vegetar- 
ians and canibals are equally with- 
in our range. 


Harvey Cox tells of trying to shock 


one of his Harvard Divinity School 
students, a paragon of tolerance, by 
asking her if there was nothing she 
could condemn. How about matricide? 
The anti-moralist calmly considered 
his desperate Greek-tragedy 
chal- 


lenge. "I'd have to know the circum- 
stances,'* she answered. 


We have escaped all those spikey 


"Thou shalt nots" and floated off into 
a universe of "It all depends." And a 
lot of us find this cause for self-con- 
gratulation. Have we not, we inquire 
proudly, given up the harsh narrow- 
ness of prohibitive moralizing for the 
Golden Rule of living acceptance? 


But that, as the two students in the 


library so wryly recognized, is the 
rub. Out systematic tolerance — our 
sincere but willful attempt to assume 
a "proper" attitude — seems to de- 
feat the very quality it aspires to: 
generosity. 


NOBODY CAN take a quantitive 


measurement of generosity or docu- 
ment its comparative absence or pres- 
ence. But who can fail to notice the 
rancor, the sraallness-of-heart that of- 
ten seems to coexist with and mock 
our tolerance? We have no-fault di- 
vorce, and yet seldom has the war- 
between-the-sexes been more accu- 
satory. Our bumper stickers proclaim 
love-love-love toward every living 
creature from registered nurses to the 
vanishing whale, and yet we drive our 
cars with a ruthlessness that treats 
other motorists as sworn enemies. In 
the important and the trivial ways of 
life we seem to lack some essential 
patience on which all other virtues 
must depend. And so we have this ter- 
rible tendency to be tolerant to ev- 
erybody and generous to nobody. 


As a word, generosity has the same 


root meaning as nobility. Originally, 
that is. it meant behaving like an 
aristocrat. But then, originally aristo- 
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crat meant rule by the best. In a 
mere footnote to "Paideia: The Ideals 
of Greek Culture" the classical schol- 
ar Werner Jaeger wrote an inspired 
mini-essay, suggesting that the su- 
preme achievement of the Greeks was 
to take the concept of nobility, of gen- 
erosity, and transform it from an ac- 
cident of birth to an ideal of aristocra- 
cy of the spirit — a dream of "the 
perfection of man," all men. 


If he is right, generosity is the mor- 


al equivalent of heroism,'making all 
those who are capable of it truly 
aristocratic. We are always being told 
this is not the age for heroism. But 
the only alternative to heroism, and 
the 
heroism 
of 
generosity, 
is 


the flittle 
laugh 
over 
the 
li- 


brary table — the awful savoring of 
ersatz and second-class feelings. Like 
Marriage without affection, tolerance 
with out generosity is one thing we 
cannot tolerate.

The problem that Washington is try- 


ing to work its way through about Tai- 
wan and China is one of those foreign 
policy problems where there is no 
clear right or wrong course, no black 
or white solution, no easy or ideal an- 
swer. The one and only thing clear 
about it is that the government in 
Washington and individual Americans 
should try to think it through ratio- 
nally — and without emotion, 


Geologically, Taiwan is a big Island 


in the chain or screen of islands off 
the coast of Asia that includes Japan 
and the Philippines. 


Economically, Taiwan is a pros- 


perous part of the trading community 
built since World War II around the 
United States. Western Europe and Ja- 
pan. Characteristically, it sends 37 
per cent of its exports to the United 
States and gets 32 per cent of its im- 
ports from Japan. Most of its trade is 
with these two countries and Western 
Europe. 


THE UNITED STATES is involved 


because it signed a mutual defense 
treaty with the government of Taiwan 
in 1955, which guarantees American 
support in the event of any "unpro- 
voked attack" on Taiwan. 


Mainland China finds itself in- 


capable of exchanging ambassadors 
with the United States so long as the 
United States continues to recognize 
the government on Taiwan as being 
the government of China, which it 
claims to be. 


But it is desirable for the United 


Sttes to have full, easy and normal 
relations with the government of China 
in Peking because mainland China is 
one of the great powers of this world 
whose independence from Moscow has 
become one of the main stabilizing 
forces in world affairs. 


Mainland China has just gone 


through an internal political con- 
v u I s i o n . A new leadersip 
has 


emerged, dedicated to the modern- 
ization of China on a pragmatic rath- 
er than an ideological basis. It needs 
outside help. It is to the general inter- 
ests of the United States to help in the 
modernization 
of

The United States wants the best pos- 


sible relations with mainland China 
without hurting the government and 
people on Taiwan. But Chinese pride 
and prestige are involved. The Ameri- 
can military guaranty to Taiwan is 
regarded in Peking as interference in 
internal Chinese affairs. 


PEKING DOES NOT now have the 


physical ability to invade Taiwan — 
even if the United States stood aside. 
It would not serve the overall inter- 
ests of Peking to distress both the 
United States and Japan by invading 
Taiwan, even if it could. But the fic- 
tion of one China is important to the 
self-respect of all Chinese. 


The practical question is whether 


American relations with Peking are 
damaged by a continuation of the 
existing system, in which Taiwan is in 
fact part of the American-Japanese- 
Western Europe trading community. 
It would be a betrayal of old friend- 
ships for the United States to push 
Taiwan away. But is that necessary? 


The ideal solution would be for the 


government in Peking to assert the 
essential unity of China, but give pri- 
vate assurances that it would not use 
force to bring about a political union. 
The United States could then "norma- 
lize" its relations with Peking without 
in the process abandoning the people 
of Taiwan to a drastic drop in their 
standard of living and a painful and 
perhaps bloody political transition. 


THE IDEAL SOLUTION is not at 


the moment available. The Chinese 
believe they cannot negotiate with a 
foreign power over what they regard 
as an internal matter. It probably 
would be politically dangerous for the 
new regime in Peking to enter into 
any such arrangement. It also would 
be politically damaging to President 
Carter to abandon the people on Tai- 
wan.

It also provided for the stationing of a U N 
force In Rhodesia for six months prior to the transfer of power to a 
black majority government by the end of next year Diplomatic 
observers said there was little hope it would be accepted by all the 
parties involved, UN. Ambassador Andrew Young and British 
Foreign Secretary David Owen presented the plan to Smith m 
Salisbury Thursday, one day after he won a landslide victory m 
national elections and a mandate to negotiate a majority rule 
settlement as he sees fit. 


Soviets pack nuclear punch 


A strategic study said Thursday the Soviet Union packs a huge 


superiority over the United States in its total nuclear punch and a 
20 per cent advantage in its arsenal of intercontinental nuclear 
missiles and bombers U S nuclear warhead stockpiles, however, 
are nearly three times as large as those of the Soviets, the Inter- 
national Institute for Strategic Studies said in its annual "military 
balance" survey And the United States is speeding testing of low 
flying Cruise missiles — a weapon to which the Soviets have no 
answer, it said 


The institute, an independent international center for research 


on problems of security, defense and arms control in the nuclear 
age, did not give a verdict on whether either superpower currently 
has an overall strategic nuclear edge. It did say while the balance 
between NATO and the Communist Warsaw Pact ground forces in 
Europe "is such as to make military aggression appear unattrac- 
tive" to the Communists, the balance is "moving steadily against 
the West."

er Col Fan Yuan-yen formally ap- 
plied for a visa, but if he was dis- 
couraged it would be lather embar- 
rassing for the administration be- 
cause of the openness they have 
pledged," Crane said

Crane's request was being evaluated 
Thursday and that no immediate com- 
ment was planned

A Labor Day doublehea- 
der in Oakland initiates a road trip 
that has Chicago playing nine games 
in seven days. 


After the Oakland twin-bill, the Sox 


play the A's Tuesday and Wednesday 
nights. Chicago then travels to Ana- 
heim, Calif., for games Thursday and 
Friday evenings, Saturday afternoon, 
Sept. 10. and a doubleheader Sunday, 
Sept. 11, against the California An- 
gels. 


FOLLOWING that road trip, the

However, while September's sched-

FOREST HILLS, N.Y. (UPI) — Or- 


dinarily, there would be little hulla- 
balloo about a 43-year-old woman, 
with nary a single victory over a 
credible opponent, coming up against 
one of the world's leading players. 


Except, in the case of the extraor- 


dinary Dr. Renee Richards, there is 
never anything ordinary in anything 
she does. 


So it was that the former Richard 


Raskind, the father of a young son 
and 
a renowned 
ophthalmologist, 


made history Thursday by returning 
to Forest Hills in the women's divi- 
sion. Seventeen years ago, Raskind 
played in the men's-Nationals, losing 
an opening round match to the then- 
champion, Neale Fraser of Australia. 


IT TOOK A court order to permit 


the 6-2 Richards to play here, and not 
everyone else in the women's ranks 
was happy to see her. But there she 
was on the stadium court, wearing 
gold earrings and mascara on her 
eyes, playing Virginia Wade, the No. 3 
seed still riding high over her Wim- 
bledon championship. 


Wade had predicted that her taller 


and older opponent would be unsettled 
in her first appearance on center 
court and, whatever the reason, Rich- 
ards went out mildly in the first set 
before showing better form in the sec- 
ond. Still, Virginia was an easy win- 
ner, 6-1, 6-4. 


"I'd like to play down this prece- 


dent thing and the whole zoo-like at- 
mosphere," Richards said after her 
loss. "I think it's important that I 
played the Wimbledon champion in 
the U.S. Open. I don't consider just 
being here a victory. As a competitive 
tennis player, I can't call a 1-4 (6-1, 
6-4) loss a victory." 


Wade, who had helped Richards 


take off her thoroughly soaked green 
jacket in the interview room, said, 
"I've had all the respect in the world 
for her in the last 12 months. I jusl 
wasn't sure in my own mind whether 
it was the right thing for her to play 
in the women's division, but some- 
body else made the decision and I'll 
abide by it." 


EVEN CHRIS EVERT, who had 


preceded them on the stadium court 
with a 6-0, 6-1 win over Sharon Walsh, 
commented, "I'm sure people wanted 


my match to be over quickly. I don't 
think Renee should be allowed to play 
in this tournament. If you play in the 
men's tournament one year I don't 
think you should be allowed to play in 
the women's division another. 


"A lot of people are coming not only 


to watch her play, but to see what she 
looks like, how she acts, what she is." 


About 10,000 persons watched the 


match, and they appeared to favor 
Richards slightly. 


MORE THAN 5,000 fans, however, 


ignored the Richards-Wade match and 
crowded around Court 15, some hang- 
ing precariously from the railings, to 
watch Bjorn Borg's postponed opener 
against 22-year-old Trey Waltke of St. 
Louis. 


Borg, the 21-year-old Wimbledon 


champion from Sweden who injured 
his right shoulder in practice Tuesday 
after initially damaging it while wa- 
ter-skiing with Vitas Gerulaitis Sun- 
day, won easily, 6-2, 6-1, in the intense 
heat, but he was obviously conserving 
himself, He never tried to serve hard, 
rarely approached the net and waited 
for balls to drop rather than attempt 
painful overhead smashes. 


"AT THE MOMENT there is no 


way I can do it,'' Borg said. "Yester- 
day I couldn't lift my arm. It felt bet- 
ter this morning, but I need more 
heat on the shoulder, more treatment. 
I'll keep a little heat on it and try to 
rest as much as I can. I'm pretty wor- 
ried, yes, if it doesn't get better, I 
don't know what to do. Maybe I have 
to default or something. 


"I have to serve hard, there is no 


way you can just try to push your 
serves. You can't serve second serves 
all the time. Even if it's the same, 
I'm not going to hurt myself. This is a 
very important thing. I may have to 
rest a couple of months after Forest 
Hills and get it back again. I don't 
want to default but I may have to. 
What can I do?" 


Borg's chief rival, second-seeded 


defending champion Jimmy Connors, 
also had something to prove when he 
tested his injured back on an outer 
court against Jasjit Singh of India. 
Connors had no difficulty winning, G-2, 
6-0, but he again required immediate 
heat, ultrasound treatment and mas- 
sage after the match. 


Rebuilding year for Schaumburg

Things haven't changed so much at 


Schaumburg. 


Schaumburg football coach Bob 


Ferguson has seen both sides of town 
in his seven years as Saxon head 
man. He's been to the dizzying 
heights of Super Bowls and post-sea- 
son playoffs and he's been to the pits 
of despair. 


But events and circumstances have

"This will be a rebuilding year," 


said Ferguson. "We have a whole new 
line and still, both guard spots are up 
for grabs. That'll be the importance 
of those first two games. We're going 
to try to seek our best personnel. 


"WE'LL DO. DIFFERENT things 


with our offense and our defense," 
said Ferguson, whose squad follows

Naperville with a crossover game at 
Wheeling. "We're going to try to 
come up with the best possible system 
to help our ballplayers do the job. 
Most of them are inexperienced." 


Wright, a Saxon tennis star in the 


spring, saw some varsity experience 
as a sophomore quarterback. Three 
other current Saxon juniors played 
last year, including two-way linemen 
George Tuzil (6-4, 210) and Steve 
Ramsey. Another junior with some 
varsity action under his belt is speedy 
halfback Pat Youngs, a sprinter on 
the track team. 


"We want to play as many juniors 


as possible," Ferguson pointed out. 
"But we don't have much choice, 
really. Where a junior and a senior 
are comparable, we'll go with the ju- 
nior.

The Saxon defense, always formi- 


dable, should be bolstered by the 
presence of tackles Ramsey and Tuzil 
and returning starter Brian Brock, 
who will anchor the alignment at 
middle linebacker, in addition to his 
duties as starting center on offense. 


ALL FOUR members of the senior 


defensive secondary — Mark Legan, 
John Fink, Steve Mitchell and Tim 
McGraw — were starters at one time 


or another in 1976, lending a touch of 
experience there. 


Tim Clausen, a 6-0, 175-pound soph- 


omore, has won a starting spot at of- 
fensive end and is among the con- 
tenders for a starting defensive end 
job, along with Sean Mozal, Dave Ki- 
ley, Dave Gundlach, and brother Mike 
Clausen. 


Saxon teams have always prided 


themselves in putting points on the 
board but had a tough time scoring 
last season until Ferguson changed 
quarterbacks and went to an unchar- 
acteristic (for him) aerial attack us- 
ing a shotgun setup. Admittedly, the 
Saxon coach was desperate. 


This year he hopes it will be differ- 


ent, especially if Wright proves to be 
as effective at QB as former Saxon 
standout Russ Zonca. 


"Wright could be our best passing 


quarterback here," Ferguson said. 
"And he's as quick as Russ was. 
Whether he's as durable is another 
question. He's sure a hard worker." 


WRIGHT'S BACKUP is junior Steve 


Martin who possesses a rifle arm. But 
Martin's chief contribution will come 
on defense where the 6-1, 185-pounder 
has earned a starting spot. 


Who plays behind Wright in the 


backfield is still a question of consid- 
erable importance that needs to be 
answered. Youngs, small but quick, is 
likely to start at one halfback posi- 
tion, but the other slot and the full- 
back assignment are again "up for 
grabs." 


It will be tough to fill the shoes of 


graduated Steve Knudsen, Schaum- 
burg's first 1,000-yard rusher. 


Juniors Joe Ncmetz and Tom Lc- 


mar will battle for the fullback spot 
along with Fink, who was a QB as a 
soph. Fleet-footed Jeff Ways, another 
track standout, is a candidate for run- 
ning back or, more likely, flanker.

There may be larceny in the game 


of baseball, but that doesn't detract 
from its appeal. Stealing is allowed 
and admired. 


To the connoisseur. Lou Brock is a 


delight. 


When Brock established a now ma- 


jor league record for career stolen 
bases this week in San Diego, he hel- 
ped bring attention again to an as- 
pect of the game completely free of 
luck. 


Students of baseball will tell you the 


most exciting action happens on the 
bases. The base runner- who steals or 
takes that extra base on a hit or an 
out is working with his mind, his skill, 
his speed, 


BASE RUNNING is the most In- 


stinctive part of the game. Great base 
runners are born, or at least trained 
In the formative stages of their expe- 
rience. 


You can teach the basic ideas of 


base running to anyone. Class sur- 
faces with the knowledge of a pitch- 
er's moves, taking advantage of lap- 
ses in concentration, knowing the 
pitching pattern, getting the good 
jump, knowing how to slide. 


An outstanding base stcaler brings 


his team many indirect benefits, but 
all are predicated on his success per- 
centage. Most of the good ones are 
safe on more than 70 per cent of their 
attempts. 


The better base runner can keep the 


first baseman pinned to the bag a 
little longer, keeping the right-side 
hole open. He can force the shortstop 
or second baseman to play closer in, 
opening up more room for a ground 
ball to skip through. He can upset the 
entire defense. 


This alertness and daring can be 


contagious and can lift the spirit of a 
team.

BASE-STEALING was a main of- 


fensive weapon in baseball until Babe 
Ruth started slamming home runs in 
the 1920s. In the dead ball days, 
scores were lower and runs came 
hard. The pitcher was supreme. 


Ruth changed all that with his 


homers and the need for mastering 
base-stealing skills disappeared with 
the lively ball. Only a few specialists 
in each league practiced the art in the 
1930s. 


The shift in strategy simply empha- 


sized maximum men on base and not 
maximum advance. It became more 
important to have many men safely 
on base when the home run did come 
up. 


The change was gradual, but by the 


time World War II ended, base-steal- 
ing was strictly an exciting specialty 
for such stars as Jackie Robinson. 


IT TOOK Maury Wills to revive the 


moribund art. I.uis Aparicio of the 
White Sox started to steal around 50 
bases in the late 1950s, but Wills stole 
104 in 1962. 


With his handicaps of lack of size 


and power, Wills, who became a 
switch hitter, had to hit intelligently, 
not instinctively. He bacame a student 
of pitchers with a mental "book." 


Wills perfected every technique. He 


had a great first step or jump, and he 
made the most of it. Many other play- 
ers have the same innate ability, but 
Wills developed it with tireless work 


and observation, 


Wills had good speed, but a good 


base-stcaler does not have to be ex- 
ceptionally fast. Brock is not a world- 
class sprinter. Ralph Garr of the 
White Sox has excellent speed but is 
a poor base-stealer. 


IT'S NOT A question of how fast 


you can run, although speed obviously 
helps. It's a matter of deciding ex- 
actly when to go, starting quickly and 
sliding well. 


Brock's record-setting stolen base 


Monday night will be recorded in 
baseball history and remembered for 
a long time. 


You hear about the significant suc- 


cesses of base-stealers through the 
years, but you rarely hear about the 
failures. It was a failure that gave 
baseball one of the most stunning 
World Series moments. 


It was a failure to steal second base 


by, of all people, Babe Ruth. 


"THE SEVENTH game of the 1926 


World Series between the St. Louis 
Cardinals and New York Yankees has 
been vividly recreated in movies and 
books. The teams split six games, and 
39-year-old Grover Cleveland Alexan- 
der, nearing the end of his great 
pitching career, had beaten the Yan- 
kees in the sixth meeting to set up a 
showdown. 


Baseball fans know how Alexander 


strolled in from the bullpen and 
struck out Tony Lazzeri in the seventh 
inning of the seventh game with the 
bases loaded and the Cardinals lead- 
ing, 3-2. 


Alexander got through the eighth 


and had two outs in the ninth when he 
w a l k e d Ruth, who already had 
smashed four World Series homers. 
The score was still 3-2.

Ty Cobb's 892 lifetime stolen base 


total was always suspected to be one 
of those magic numbers that would 
live in eternal splendor, unsullied and 
unapproachable. Cobb's 96 swipes in 
one season was sacred, too, until first 
Maury Wills and then Brock buried it 
in their dust. 


BABE RUTH? Remember that 


name? And remember the numbers? 
Sixty and 714. They're long gone, 
overshadowed by Hank Aaron, Roger 
Marls and an asterisk. 


Baseball traditionalists hate to ad- 


mit that there are no untouchable 
records left. Nobody will ever hit as 
many home runs as Babe Ruth hit, 
they used to say, glorifying Ruth 
while they upheld the sanctity of his 
marks. 


When a .260 hitter named Marls 


broke the single-season record, the ro- 
mantics said. "Ah, yes, he was lucky, 
but nobody will ever hit as many as 
Ruth did in his career." 


AARON DESTROYED that legend 


and Brock followed with his own ver- 
sion of Mash-the-Myth. 


Eventually, the traditionalists will 


come to realize (If they haven't al- 
ready) that the occasional slaughter- 
ing of a sacred cow is good for base- 
ball. It does no great damage to the 
image of Ty Cobb when Lou Brock's 
picture appears alongside Cobb's In 
t h e newspapers. Brock's accom- 
plishments are so great that they can 
be measured only by Cobb's yard- 
stick. Cobb puts Brock in perspective.

What a remarkable 
record! Every day, DiMaggio came to 
the ball park ready to swing his bat, 
never hindered by the weather or his 
health or hangovers. Lefthanders, 
righthanders, 
submariners — ' no 


pitcher bothered DiMaggio for two 
full months. 


BUT THE RECORD was too good. 


Modern hitters couldn't even come 
close to 56. The National League 
record, 37, is pale by comparison. In 
30 years, no one has gotten near 
enough to cause a whisper of appre- 
hension. 


The tencency now is to attribute Di- 


Maggio's record to luck, plain, close- 
your-eyes dumb luck. After all, you 
can get one hit per day and still bat 
.200 or you can get robbed five times 
in a row and go hitless. 


So where is the record that is suf- 


ficiently awesome to command re- 
spect yet reasonably 
"unbreakable" 


in the traditional sense? Where is the 


record that no one will ever touch? 


How about Bill Fischer's 84-1/3? 
This record has all the earmarks of 


an "unbreakable." The old record 
was 68, set by Christy Mathewson. 
Randy Jones tried to catch Fischer 
but failed by 16. 


What did Fischer do? Well, in 1962, 


pitching for the ninth-place Kansas 
City A's, Fischer worked 84-1/3 con- 
secutive innings without issuing a 
walk. From Aug. 3 to Sept. 30, he 
threw no ball fours. 


THE PRESSURE ON Fischer must 


have been unbearable as he closed in 
on the immortal Mathewson, passed 
him and climbed higher, into the 70s 
and 80s. Pitching in relief and start- 
ing too, the A's righthander never 
cracked under the strain, consistently 
throwing strikes like a machine de- 
signed to do so. 


Unfortunately for Fischer, 1962 was 


his worst year in the majors. He was 
4-12 with a 3.95 ERA. But at least he 
got the ball over the plate. 


When somebody breaks Fischer's 


unbreakable record, the reporters will 
flock around the man's locker and ask 
him how he feels. His teammates may 
rush out to the mound in mid-game to 
congratulate him on his superb con- 
trol. 


And, as a lasting token, they will 


present him with the umpire's ball- 
and-strike indicator.

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Bears-Cards game finale in preseason experiments

Someone reminded Bears coach 


Jack Pardee that next year at this 
time his team would be going into its 
first regular-season game, as the Na- 
tional Football league expands its 
schedule from 14 to 16 contests.

VTonza a good car for 2 
but small for families

Chevrolet's sporty Monza two-door 


Towne Coupe is a slick looking notch- 
back that is an excellent economy car 
for two, but limited rear seat and 
trunk space impair its usefulness as a 
small family car. 


The trunk is wide and long enough 


for most purposes but it is unusually 
shallow, being only 12 to 13 inches 
deep irt most areas. Supermarket 
shopping bags stand too high and 
must be stored on their sides. 


Nevertheless, it is an economical 


car to buy and drive. The base price 
is $3,560 with the standard two-barrel 
140 cubic inch four-cylinder engine 
and four speed manual transmission. 


The engine lacks fast pick-up power 


but cruises easily and. with the op- 
tional automatic transmission in the 
test car, it averaged 18.8 miles per 
gallon in city driving and 26.8 miles 
per gallon on the highway at 55 miles 
an hour. 


THE CAR ACCELERATES from 


zero to 50 miles an hour in 13 seconds 
and from 30 to 50 miles an hour in 8,4 
seconds. 


Excejrt for its slow pick-up — and 


the Towne Coupe can be bought with 
an optional two-barrel 305 cubic inch 
V-8 which should make it quite a bomb 
— the Monza is a good performing 
car, handling easily and riding quite 
comfortably for two. 


The rear seat will take two adults 


but leg room is cramped unless the 
front bucket seats are moved forward. 


The Monza's ride is firm but well 


controlled by good shock absorbing. 
Sound absorption is not that good, 
however, and at higher speeds the in- 
terior noise level is no better than 
average. 


The Monza is an unusually easy car 


to maneuver around and is especially 
easy to park, even without power 
steering. The car is only 177.8 inches 
long on a 97 inch wheelbase and 
weights only 2,669 pounds.

Eggplant name 
comes from its 
familiar shape 
Andy sends a World Book Year Book 


io Tamara Pott, 10, of Landisville, Pa., 
for her question: 


HOW DID THE EGGPLANT GET ITS 


NAME? 


Most eggplants are shiny purple al- 


though they can also be found with 
brown, white or yellow stripes. They • 
have also been called garden eggs. It 
wasn't until about the middle of the 1800s 
that they became popular as a vege- 
table. Now it is a favorite with a number 
of international cooks and is appreciated 
because it is low in calories and high in 
nutritional value. 


All you really have to do is look at the 


eggplant to see how it received its name. 
It is, simply, shaped like a large egg. 


The first eggplants were found in 


northern India and later were grown in 
China, South America and Europe. Now 
you can find the delicious vegetable in 
most tropical locations and in North 
America as far north as New York. 


Eggplants grow on bushes that stand 


between two and six feet tall. The pur- 
ple fruit hangs down among the hairy, 
greenish-gray leaves. Some grow as 
large as footballs although most are not 
that large. 


It takes an eggplant 115 days to ripen. 


It also takes warm weather, and in 
parts of the country where the summer 
is short, eggplants must be grown in 
greenhouses — or not at all. It's not 
an easy vegetable to grow and for this 
reason is not found too often in the fam- 
ily backyard garden. A number of pests 
Jove the plant, including little black 
flea-like beetles. They attack the leaves 
and often destroy the entire plant. A 
poison named malathion has been used 
at times to rid the garden of these 
beetles. 


The eggplant belongs to the night- 


shade family, The botanical name for 
the family is solanaceae and the genus 
classification is solanum. The family 
includes many herbs, shrubs and tropi- 
cal trees. 


Actually there are 2,000 different 


members of the nightshade family. In- 
cluded along with the eggplant are such 
favorite kitchen items as ground cher- 
ries, red peppers called capsicum, 
potatoes and tomatoes: 


All of the plants'in the large family 


thrive on hot weather. None will grow 
jn areas where it is not mild. 


A number of the plants in the night- 


shade family are poisonous. In fast it 
was believed for a long time by many 
people that both the tomato and the egg- 
plant were not fit to eat. Poisonous 
members of the family include the 
belladonna, the Jimson weed and a 
shrub called bitter-sweet. 


The petunia and tobacco plants are 


also members of the nightshade family, 
by the way.

WHAT IS LEUKEMIA? 
Leukemia is a type of cancer in which 


some white blood cells grow in an un- 
controlled way. White blood cells are 
needed to defend the body against 
germs, viruses and infections. 


Scientists and doctors do not as yet 


know exactly what causes leukemia. 
They think it is probably caused by 
some type of virus. Research is con- 
tinuing. 


Symptoms of leukemia are currently 


being treated successfully with chemi- 
cals, blood transfusions and radiation 
therapy. A great number of cures have 
been reported, while only a few years 
ago very little hope was given for a per- 
son who developed the disease. 


Much research into the disease is be- 


ing made these days. Hopefully we will 
have a positive cure some day soon.

Guarantee peony blossoms 


The fall months are the time flower 
inches of straw or coarse leaves. The 
result will be a fine productive plant 
lasting for many years. 


gardeners begin preparing for the 
coming spring. September is consid- 
ered the best month to plant or trans- 
plant the old perennial favorite, the 
peony. Peonies have been known to 
bloom for years with practically no 
care. At the same time, many peonies 
have existed or have been declining 
for some time says James E. Schus- 
ter, Horticulturist at the DuPage 
County Cooperative Extension Service 
in Whcaton. 


If peonies have been blooming well, 


there is little reason to disturb them 
except to increase the number of 
plants. Spindly, unflowering plants 
are not producing for some reason. 
An inventory of the conditions where 
the peonies are growing, or are to 
grow, often reveals the problem. 


The number one concern is light, 


Peonies are said to tolerate shade 
very well, but this just isn't so. Full 
sun is best. Shade for two or three 
hours a day is about the limit. Even 
though planted in full sun. the condi- 
tions may change. As trees and 
shrubs in a landscape grow and ma- 
ture, the shade patterns vary. With 
inadequate light the peony plant just 
cannot build up good food reserves to 
produce next year's flowers. 


SECONDLY. SOIL and drainage 


conditions are 
always important. 


They cannot stand "wet feet" or wa- 
ter standing around the roots. Most of 
the local Northeastern Illinois soils 
are heavy clay and notorious for poor 
drainage. Avoid low wet spots where 
water may stand for several days at a 
time. Slightly raised beds are helpful. 
And finally, spade plenty of organic 
matter into the soil. Prepare the 
planting site two to three weeks in ad- 
vance, if possible. 


Dig the soil 18 to 24 inches deep. 


Add about 1/3 volume of organic mat- 
ter such as compost, peat moss or 
well-rotted manure. Mix well. Fill the 
bottom half of the hole then add a 
handful of 10-5-4 analysis fertilizer 
and mix it into the soil in the hole. 
This gets the plant nutrients under- 
neath and encourages deep-root devel- 
opment, says Schuster. 


Plant new tubers as soon as they 


become available on the market, Or 
tfi£ and divide the plants presently 
growing. This can be done as soon as 
the old tops yellow or are touched by 
frost. Cut the old clump apart so each 
piece has four to five eyes. 


Replant as soon as possible. Posi- 


tion the root so the "eyes" arc one to 
two inches below the finished surface. 
Water well. Mulch with a couple of

Consider the function of plant mate- 


rial in the landscape. Plants not only 
provide beauty, but offer a dollar-and- 
cents solution to increasing energy 
consumption. Studies show that shade 
trees properly located can reduce 
heating and air conditioning costs by 


as much as one third. Many of the 
cultivated varieties of red maple, hon- 
ey locust, linden, ash and oak, planted 
on the Western side of the south point 
of the foundation maximize energy- 
saving shade. These trees should be 
planted at least 20 feet from the foun- 
dation to guard against root damage. 


If your home is exposed to an ex- 


cessive amount of Northwest winter 
wind, a windbreak is advisable. Max- 
imum wind reduction is produced at 
four to six times the height of the 
windbreak. A 10-foot house would 
most benefit from a (all evergreen 
hedge 80 -120 feet from the Northwest 
side of the house. A double row is 
more effective than a single row.

Starting Oct. 2, senior citizens and 


the handicapped will be able to ride 
commuter railroads for half fare 24 
hours a day. 


The RTA expanded its reduced fare 


program Thursday after discovering a 
"catch 22" in the program. RTA offi- 
cials found seniors in McHenry could 
not make use of the special reduced 
fare because it is only good on non- 
rush hour trains. In McHenry, how- 
ever, there are no non-rush hour 
trains. 


The non-rush hour fare policy also 


discriminated against 
suburbanites, 


because Chicago Transit Authority 
buses and rapid transitcars offer the 
reduced fare 24 hours a day. 


ALTHOUGH THE railroads had ar- 


gued that expansion of the fare pro- 
gram would be a hardship, RTA 
members said they could find no rea- 
son for having two different sets of 
rules in the RTA region. 


"I can't see any reason for any dif- 


ference between what we do for the 
railroads and what we do for anybody 
else." said board member Patrick 
O'Malley of Chicago. 


Leo Cusich, RTA chief operating of- 


ficer, said federal guidelines require 
the program to be in effect only dur- 
ing off-peak hours. He said, however, 
many carriers found it too confusing 
to have a part-time fare program and 
therefore expanded it to 24 hours a 
clay. 


It will cost the RTA about $681,595 


with the state providing another 
$.386.266 towards the expansion.

Handi- 
capped ridership accounts for only 
.n? per cent. 
significantly as ttie fare program 
hours increase. Cusick said he is af- 
raid that many people, including high- 
ly paid executives, may take advan- 
tage of the faro although they don't 
need it. 


The RTA also approved a $5 million 


program to bring transit services to 
handicapped and elderly persons who 
can't climb stairs. The year-long pro- 
gram outlines equipment purchases 
for fiscal 1978 and is part of a feder- 
ally required program designed to 
make transit systems more acces- 
sible. 


Included in the progran is the pur- 


chase of 300 buses with a kneeling fea- 
ture and the wheelchair lift option. A 
hundred of these buses will be used in 
the suburbs. The RTA also plans to 
purchase 23 small buses with wheel- 
chair lifts.

KTA to ask funds 
for suburb buses 


The Regional Transportation Au- 


thority wants to purchase S12 million 
of bus equipment this year for ex- 
pansion of service in the suburbs. 


The RTA board Thursday approved 


an application for federal funds to fi- 
nance the equipment purhcase. The 
federal government would provide 30 
per cent of the funds, with the RTA 
providing the remaining 20 per cent. 


The service expansion program 


calls for the purchase of 100 full size 
buses at a cost of $9.2 million, and 25 
minibuses at a cost of $1.1 million. 


If approved, the RTA also would get 


93 new fare boxes, 105 two-way ra- 
dios, and 2,000 bus stop si^ns. 


Board member D. Dardel Baldino of 


Evanston is in the process of devel- 
oping an expanded service program 
for the suburbs. He is meeting with 
other suburban board members and 
expects to announce the program 
sometime in September, he said. 


Noting that the RTA has been 


unable to implement some new ser- 
vice because of lack of buses, Baldino 
asked that the RTA purchase more 
buses in fiscal 1978. 


Leo Cusick, chief operating officer, 


said he is confident that the agency 
will not need more than 100 buses for 
suburban service. He said it might be 
economically advantageous to pur- 
chase more buses now, but said the 
f e d e r a l government frowns upon 
stockpiling.

Brygida Swiatowiec summed up 


needlepoint's origin quite aptly — 
a fat cabbage rose on a plain-col- 
ored background. Stitches hardly 
ever varied from the basic conti- 
nental, and if there wasn't a flow- 
er in bloom in the pattern, it prob- 
ably wasn't needlepoint. 


Yet with stitchery and texture 


so prominent in art today, basic 
stitches are being combined and 
enlarged 
upon 
to create in- 


tricately woven wall hangings 
that oniy upon close inspection be- 
tray their backbone — mesh can- 
vas, the mainstay of needlepoint. 


It is that way with Mrs. Swiato- 


wiec's needlework. Oniy by turn- 


ing the pieces over is it evident 
that many are worked on canvas, 


A FORMER DRESS designer, 


the Arlington Heights resident, 
who was born and raised in Po- 
land, knew nothing of needlepoint 
when she tackled her first project, 
a tapestry, eight years ago. She 
copied a pattern from a UNICEF 
Christmas card onto canvas and 
then worked in yarn. It is the only 
time she ever borrowed a design.

States because he enjoys hunting. 


Needlework is becoming more 


popular because the public is ac- 
cepting it as another art form. 
Unlike many paintings, stitchery 
offers both texture and dimension. 
Staid, flat needlepoint is now sup- 
plemented by geometric and ab- 
stract designs. 


"I work very much like a paint- 


er. When you finish a little inch 
section, it might look perfect. But 
you have to stand back and look 
at the overall piece, 
especially 


when you are working in a free, 
abstract form. One third of my 
t i m e is spent 
ripping out 


stitches," said Mrs. Swiatowiec. 


Yarns are mixed just as an art- 


ist combines shades of paint 
through the combinations are not 
as predictable. 


"I expected to get brown from 


combining yellow and red, but it 
looked pink from a distance," 
added Mrs. Swiatowiec, who often 
guest lectures in needlepoint de- 
sign and is an active member of 
the North Suburban Embroider- 
er's Guild. 


WHILE SHE CONTINUES to 


enjoy working in stitchery, Mrs. 
Swiatowiec might explore an even 
newer area in art — soft sculp- 
ture.

er/' says prize-winning playwright Judi Ann Mason. 


She writes about young blacks who want to break away and 


become independent.

Miss Mason is her own role model. 
At 22, she has won two prizes for playwriting and is working on 


the book for a black musical scheduled to open this fall on Bread- 
way. 


A slim, fair-skinned young woman of medium height, she radi- 


ates warmth and confidence. 


Come fall, she'll have two other plays running, one in Washing- 


ton, D. C. and the other in Dallas. A third is scheduled for next 
month at a site to be chosen in Ohio. 


"I LOVE MY sisters and brothers," Miss Mason said in an 


interview, "but I had to break away. They tend to want to protect 
me and my younger sister (who is 14). 


"They were young/1 she added, "They had their own lives." 
Orphaned at eight, she was raised by an older sister, Viola, who 


dropped out of college to take care of the younger children sttJi at 


home in Bossier, La. Two of their three brothers were grown and 
had their own families. 


Her maturity is remarkable in one so young. She did study 


psychology and, she adds, "I had to grow up very, very early. I 
was forced into a lot of realities, 


"I had problems I had to solve for myself. I had to figure out 


how to pay for my education." 


She worked for a while in a door factory, then wrote her first 


play, which helped pay for college. 


She was 15 when she got her first job. She didn't want to be a 


burden to her older brothers and sisters. 


HER LATEST PRIZE is the $2,500 Lorraine Hansberry Award. 


It was presented recently by the American College Theater Festi- 
val, with funding from McDonald's Restaurant. 


"A Star Ain't Nothin' but a Hole in Heaven" is autobiographic-

You're famished and ready to enjoy a good restaurant meal 


when the waiter brings out a charred steak, a cold baked potato 
and a wilted salad. It's the nightmare meal of your life. What do 
you do? 


If you are like most people, you'd probably eat it and leave. But 


according to a recent survey by American Express, the restaurant 
owner and his employes would respect you more if you com- 
plained, on-the-spot. 


Customer complaints are preferable to unhappy customers leav- 


ing the premises vowing never to return. 


The purpose of the survey sent to restaurants across the country 


was two-fold; to find out what restaurateurs respect most about 
their customers, and what patrons can do to help restaurant per- 
sonnel provide them with better service. 


Of the restaurant owners and managers who responded to the 


questionnaire, 40 per cent volunteered that they respected patrons 
more who "beef" about poor service to their staff members over 
the customers who do not. 


However, the passive customers seem to outnumber the asser- 


tive ones. "Our biggest problem occurs when customers leave 
dissatisfied and silent" was the response of one restaurant owner 
in Cedar Knolls, N.J. 


THE PRIMARY BENEFITS restaurateurs can derive from cus- 


tomers "getting things off their chests'1 is an opportunity to cor- 
rect errors and improve customer relations which can lead to 
increased business. Said a restaurant owner in Lubbuck, Texas, 
"We appreciate customers who complain so we can take imme- 
diate corrective action." 


The study also revealed that the second major concern shared 


by restaurant employes is the need for a more respectful attitude 
from many of their customers. As one survey respondent from a 
restaurant in Newport, R.I., noted: "I most respect a customer 
who respects me. Too often patrons forget that we are human 
beings!" 


Restaurant owners and personnel listed increased tolerance and 


understanding from patrons during times of stress as the third 
trait that would make their jobs easier. "The entire evening 
should not be judged by one mistake," said a restaurant manager 
from Michigan City, Ind, "We ask that customers remember that 
employes are human and from time to time make errors." 


BASED ON THE findings of the survey, American Express of- 


fers eight important tips to remember the next time you dine out. 


• Complain on the spot — Management wants you to leave a 


contented customer. 
* 


• Be loyal — Customer faithfulness may lead to that special 


table with a view. 


• Request separate checks — There's less confusion when sepa- 


rate checks are requested before ordering a meal rather than 
afterwards. 


• Be friendly — A cheerful attitude can improve everyone's 


disposition; ease problem-solving. 


• Control kids — Parents love them, but they may distract 


restaurant employes and patrons if unruly and boisterous. 


• Drink intelligently — Overindulgence might lead to improper 


modes of behavior. 


• Patience, patience — A virtue that will improve digestion 


rather than hinder it when restaurants are crowded and the .ser- 
vice is slow. 


• Compliment on the spot — You like them, so do the people 


who run restaurants.

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'Chapeau' acters need 
practice in singing

(A review) 


The Acting Company's actors can act. They can turn a dramatic 


phrase with impressive elegance, and squeeze a comic routine for 
all it's worth. What's more, they can dance. 


Unfortunately, most of them can't sing, though they bravely try 


to disgui5e that fact in their production of "Chapeau" now playing 
through Sunday at Ravinia. 


"Chapeau" is a recent musical adaptation of an old French 


farce, "The Italian Straw Hat," by Eugene Labiche. The plot is 
typical of many French comedies of manners. It follows a groom's 
mad wedding day search for a bonnet to replace one his horse 
gleefully chomped a bite out of. 


TO SATISFY THE INSANE sensibilities of the military lover of 


the lady who owns the mangled hat, the harried groom must find 
an exact replica. If he doesn't, the soldier promises to destroy his 
house, slit his throat and — what is worse — prevent him from 
consumating his marriage. 


The humor comes not from the frustrations of the groom, but 


from the wacky characters he encounters in his search for the hat, 


Wackiest of all are the Governor's wife and her composer cous- 


in, Lafcadio. Agonizing over his catastrophic masterpieces like a 
half-wit Beethoven, Lafcadio knocks them dead with morbid dit- 
ties. "Pain in E-minor" and "The Torture Variations," 


Equally hilarious is Mary Lou Rosato as matronly Leopoldine, 


the Governor's wife, who sings the only other memorable song in 
the entire production. 


THE VOICES OF THIS New York-based company aren't terrible 


— just bad enough to make the songs seem Uke a nuisance the 
audience must endure before enjoying any more madcap antics. 


Ideally, you cast a musical with veteran actors who also have 


powerhouse singing voices. You realty can't succeed without per- 
formers who excel in both areas. That's why top-notch musical 
productions are so rare. 


But audiences flock to musicals — even mediocre ones — and so 


long as they do, companies will keep staging productions beyond 
the scope of their talents. 


The Acting Company's vocal shortcomings aren't helped hy the 


lack of decent melodies in this musical. Robert Waldman's 15 sing- 
songs are drearily commonplace and only detract from the come- 
dy. 


"CHAPEAU'* IS AT worst painless and is often a genuine 


scream. If you've got time to kill and money to burn, by all means 
sec it. 


But if you must limit your theater budget, the Acting Company's 


two upcoming Ravinia shows may prove better bets. Neither 
"Mother Courage" (Sept. 7-11) or "Camino Real" (Sept, 14-18) arc 
musicals and promise to be appropriate grist for this talented 
troupe's mill.

for Comedy with a TV script that will be aired in the "Good 
Times" series at a date not ye: determined. 


Last summer, an earlier play, "Livin1 Fat," was scheduled for a 


one-month run by the highly regarded Negro Ensemble Company 
in New York City. It ran two months instead. 


"That was the summer I made two Cs," said the A student. 
SHE SAID HER first play dealt with "the kind of people we 


(blacks) are supposed to hide under the table and say, 'They don't 
exist,' I wanted to make (black people) see we can love them and 
be proud of them." 


"I paint life as it really is. I have no false sense of dedication. 
"In 'Star/ I talk about things that happened to me." 
She said the play, set in 1969, deals with an ambitious 17-year-old 


black high school senior trying to break away from her family and 
friends in a small southern town. 


"I didn't dare say to my home town people I wanted to be a 


writer or an actor/' she said, "A (black) girl is not expected to do 
that/' 


Another play she wrote at college, "A Monkey Don't Drink 


Choc'lit." deals with "a very prevalent problem in black families: 
how we accept mental retardation." 


"IT'S A UNIVERSAL problem/' she said, one that transcends 


race, color, religion and national origins. "But I had to write 
within the black perspective. 


She said she wrote about the inability of a macho father to cope 


with the reality of a son who was sick or imperfect. 


Black families can't come out like Ozzie and Harriet, she added. 
Most black people haven't been around families where there's 


both a father and a mother, she said. Many children are reared as 
she was, by an older sister, or an aunt or their mother alone. 


Miss Mason was a journalism student at Grambling College in 


Louisiana before she began writing plays. She figures she still has 
that to fall back on if she flops in the theater. That seems highly 
unlikely. 


She interned briefly at the Long Beach, Calif., Independent- 


Press Telegram. She was assigned mostly to Hollywood stories 
and features. 


"Even at school, I never was assigned hard news. I'm too sub- 


jective/' she said. Not a bad thing at all for a playwright. 


Asked for advice to other ambitious, young, black playwrights 


and students, she said:

Joseph Brooks in the new Hollywood 


style — one-man operation of mov- 
iemaking —. wrote, directed and pro- 
duced "You Light Up My Life" about 
a young aspiring singer who ekes out 
a living performing in television com- 
mercials and hosting a children's 
comedy hour. 


SHE IS A NICE girl, and thus tries 


to please everyone around her, in- 
cluding her insensitive fiance and her 
father, a standup comedian. who 
thinks his daughter should follow in 
his footsteps..But all she really wants 
to do is sing her songs, 


Does she make it? 
Brooks doesn't want to spoil the 


movie with an unhappy ending. He 
doesn't even want us to use our imagi- 
nation and place bets on the character 
he has established. Instead he lets us 
watch the title song sung throughout 
the movie climb from the bottom to 
the top on the charts. It's a flat way 
to end a flat movie. Besides, with Car- 
yl Simon singing the hit song from 
"The Spy Who Loved Me," on the ra- 
dio, "You Light Up My Life" doesn't

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Winchester's album shuns politics 


by BRUCE MEYER 


Jesse Winchester came home 


recently, except It wasn't home any 
more. He was glad to be back, but 
the whole thing seemed to mean 
more to the media and the record 
company than it did to him. 


Louisiana-born, 
Memphis-raised, 


Winchester is now a Canadian citizen, 
a step ho — like many of the other 
10.000 draft registers who fled north- 
ward in the late 1960s — took years 
ago and has no intention of changing 
now. 


Over the past seven years, Win- 


chester's strong, gentle voice and 
easy blend of country, folk and rock 
has made him a favorite among mu- 
sic critics throughout the U.S. But Ills 
inability to tour the lucrative Ameri- 
can market left most of his albums 
languishing unnoticed on the record 
store shelves. 


Discovering rock 


SO PRESIDENT CARTER'S par- 


don of Vietnam draft resisters may 
at last give Jesse Winchester a 
chance to make a mark on his nation 
of birth. 


Like .many of his fellow draft ex- 


iles, Winchester, 32, is not overtly a 
"political" person. He clearly feels 
his actions are worth more than his 
words as simple political protest. 
Yet, inevitably, his audience places 
on him the burden of a traditional 
protest singer. 


"It's not really so much a burden 


to have to carry," he says. "It's 
more of an incentive — to play a 
little better, sing a little better, write 
a little better." 


He bristles — just a little — when 


pushed about the expectations of an 


audience from a musician who has 
taken so drastic a step as exile to 
oppose the war. 


"I don't know what people expect 


of me," he says. "I know what they 
get. They get me — my thoughts, my 
feelings. And my thoughts have very 
little to do with politics with a capital 
P. 


"WHAT I'M INTERESTED in, and 


what I'm working on, includes poli- 
tics. But politics is smaller than what 
I'm doing. The proper, just, political 
action would be implied by proper 
moral action, the proper altruistic at- 
titude. Art is higher than politics — 
and only in that sense am I politi- 
cal." 


After 10 years in Canada, Winches- 


ter recently completed his first tour 
of the United States, an exhausting 
experience that will be but the first 
of several intensive introductions to 
the U.S. record-buying public. Did he 
notice any significant 
differences 


since he left? 


"I can't really say whether things 


are better, or worse, or what,'* he 
says with a small scowl. "It's hard to 
define it, but it would have to do 
with, well, that Quaker cereal — the 
natural cereal — that kind of thing, 
where the economy, which has been

Best seafood dinners 
this side of Bar Harbor 


It takes some doing to order a meal 


at the Port Edward restaurant lo- 
cated on the bank of the Fox River in 
Algonquin. 


Reservations are in short supply; 


tte made ours a week ahead of time 
and had to settlo for 6 p.m. And once 
you arrive, you'll have to step over 
ptyboard and sawdust to get to the 
front door. 


But advance planning and tolerance 


for a construction project enlarging 
the restaurant are small prices to pay 
for the best seafood dinner this side of 
Bar Harbor, 


Fresh fish is flown into Chicago and 


then trucked to Port Edward four 
times each week. Unsurprisingly, the

management capitalizes on that fact 
by featuring 14 seafood appetizers and 
more than 30 entrees, It even includes 
a serving of steamed mussles and 
clams with every dinner. 


SERVICE AT Port Edward is pleas- 


ant and helpful; our waitress firmly 
advised against my initial choice of 
New England clam chowder, S.95 and 
crab mornay crepes $7.95. I took her 
suggestion and ordered the shrimp 
and lobster hoteliere $10.95, a house 
specialty that combines chunks of 
fresh lobster (the critters lay waiting 
in an aquarium outside the door), 
whole shrimp and large fresh mush- 
rooms. The combination is then sau- 
teed in butter, sherry wine and garlic, 
and the result is superb. 


Our dinners included a relish tray, 


salad, potato and fresh pumpernickel 
bread as well as the clams, but my 
friend was curious about the stuffed 
New England cjuahaugs, S1.95. They 


Bill o' fare 


turned out to be a delicious appetizer 
of clams filled with a savory bread 
stuffing, and Port Edward is one of 
the few places in the Midwest where 
they're available. 


For his main course, my friend de- 


cided on the bouillabaisse, $9.75, a 
traditional fish stew made with lob- 
ster, scallops, shrimp, fish, oysters 
and clams. Served steaming in a 
large cast iron kettle, the stew was 
more than enough for two, and the 
cheerful busgiri brought a doggie bag 
without being asked. 


THE DESSERTS at Port Edward 


are primarily crepes. We tried the 
cherry chantilly. $1.75, a large portion 
of thin crepes filled with cherry sauce 
and fresh bananas and covered with 
cinnamon, whipped cream and al- 
mond slivers, 


Though the food alone is enough to 


warrant a visit to Port Edward, the 
setting is just a spectacular as the 
cuisine. The restaurant is filled with a 
collection of ship paraphernalia from 
lanterns to sextants; antique nautical 
signs from the turn of the I8th centu- 
ry; and paintings by the original own- 
er, Edward Woiowiec. 


While the wait can be lengthy, 


you'll be entertained by reading the 
menu. It tells you everything you 
want to know about fresh lobster, 
from diagrams on how to eat it to a 
guide 
illustrating how they 
are 


trapped.

A re anchors endangered species? 


The face of the news Is changing. 
That will be more evident than ever next Tuesday 


when NBC's John Chancellor and David Brinkley 
slip out from behind their anchordesk to play less 
dominant roles. 


It's all part of the latest "de-anchoring" of the 


nightly network newscasts inspired by ABC news 
boss Roone Arledge, who decided to downplay Bar- 
bara Waiters' and Harry Reasoner's anchoring 
chores. The result has been a fast-paced news show 
with correspondents passing on to eacii other aEtcr 
their reports. 


It seems NBC is following suit in another effort to 


combat CBS* Walter Cronkite, king of the weekiiight 
news ratings. Cronkite has a hold on the early eve- 
ning news audiences with NBC running second and 
ABC third. 


CHANCELLOR, IN New York, and Brinkley, in 


Washington, will be seated in ssvivel chairs with 
three small television monitors behind them, The 
"anchors" will be able to converse with the corre- 
spondents via a color television set off to one side. 


The point of the change, network officials say, is to 


present an increased number of stories, each with 
greater depth. So, the half-hour news show, which 
airs at 6 p.m. on Channel 5, will be divided into four 
segments. 


The day's lead news story will start things off, 


DAVID BIUNKLEY 


and JOHN CHANCELLOR 


with some supplementary items included. The main 
goal will be to explain and explore the stories so Mic 
day's news has some meaning to viewers. 


The second segment will be a series of rapid re- 


ports from correspondents with few interjections 
from either "anchor." 


The third segment will be an in depth news feature 


and the fourth will be Chancellor and Brinkley re- 
capping with a capsule version of the evening's 
news. 


THE MORE STORIES and newsmen that can be 


included in a half hour, the better the show, network 
officials hope. 


Most of the anchors involved in the philosophy 


change at ABC and NBC don't seem to mind the 
refocused attention. In fact, being the professionals 
they are, Ms. Walters, Reasoner and the others seem 
to welcome the opportunity to do more in-the-field 
reporting. 


But, don't expect to see a similar "de-anchoring" 


of the news at CBS. That network knows when it has 
a good thing going. As long as it lias Undo Watt, 
CBS feels they can stay atop the ratings. 


Povich9s last day? 


Rumors are flying at WMAQ-TV, Channel 5 that 


today is Maury Povich's last day at the anchor desk 
This despite the fact Channel 5 insists it has a legal 
letter of agreement binding Povich to the station for 
three years. 


It is no secret the 4:30 p.m. anchorman, who came 


to Chicago in January, wants to take a new anchor- 
ing post at KNXT in Los Angeles. Povich says the 
problems began when WMAQ-TV wouldn't give him 
a formal contract to work. 


OTHER ELEMENTS contributing to the rift are 


Povich's refusal to anchor the station's noon news 
show as well as his bosses' refusal to allow Povich to 
co-anchor the 10 p.m. news with Ron Hunter. Week- 
end anchorman Don Craig was given that prestigious 
post last week. 


"I'm maintaining the posture that I'd rather not 


comment on the situation. This whole thing has real- 
ly gotten out of hand," Povich said. "I haven't de- 
cided what to do. I just don't know." 


Povich was not willing to say whether he will show 


up for work Monday, and WMAQ-TV is preparing for 
anything. 


They have the option of filing for a court injunction 


to revent Povich from working elsewhere, on the 
basis that he is breeching a legal letter of agree- 
ment. They also could simply let him go and prevent 
any hassles. The latter could set a dangerous prece- 
dent, however, prompting others to believe that fly- 
ing the coop can be easy. 


WMAQ-TV NEWS DIRECTOR Sheldon Hoffman is 


refusing comment on the matter, which is now in the 
hands of both parties' attorneys. 


TV NOTES: 


• WMAQ-TV sports reporter Tim Weigel begins 


similar duties at WLS-TV beginning Tuesday. He will 
replace Mike Nolan on Channel 7's 6 p.m. newscast. 


• CBS has bought the rights to the book "Elvis:

• That new reporting face on WLS, Channel 7, is

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Three moms speak 


They didn't fit 
in parental role

The color snapshot shows a pretty, plump woman, 


arm in arm with her husband in the sunshine. The 
time is the late 1960s and the woman's smile reflects 
the dream of her generation: marriage, motherhood 
and a home in the suburbs. 


Nearly ten years later, 35-year-old Sue Louiseau 


sees life through a different lens. She has dropped 
close to 80 pounds, and she's gone back to school for 
a degree in communications, 


Home in the suburbs is now a one-bedroom apart- 


ment in Arlington Heights, and her marriage to a 
musician is over. Their daughters, Salli, 15t and Son- 
ni, 12, live with her ex-husband in Palatine, with 
Sue's approval. She sees her children several times 
a week, but prefers their part-time relationship. And 
while the adjustment has been difficult, Sue is hap- 
py- 


At 30, Nanci Bolton hardly fits the image of an 


insecure young mother popping pills and swigging 
gin and tonics to while away her afternoons. 


But it was only six years ago that the Chicago 


insurance saleswoman thought she would "commit 
suicide or go insane ... 1 was never so lonesome in 
my life." She tried to follow an unquestioned pre- 
scription: marry, have children and be happy. But it 
didn't work, and now Nanci is furnishing her newly 
purchased condominium alone, 


SHE HAS NOT seen her 6-year-old daughter in 


three years and says! "I feel badly because I 
couldn't fit the mold. But I also feel healthy because 
I did something about it — and no one was destroyed 
in the process." 


Mary W, tried to follow the same advice. Married 


six months out of high school at age 18, she followed 
her husband to a series of jobs that left them moving 
at least once a year. She gave birth to a daughter, 
Donna, and struggled to "do the standard wife and 
mother bit" while holding down outside jobs as well. 


Somewhere along the line, Mary read Betty Frie- 


dan's "The Feminine Mystique" and realized her 
marriage was over. She lived alone with Donna for 
almost two years, but discovered she was ill 
equipped to handle a headstrong teenager. Donna 
moved in with her father for two years, then with 
her grandparents. 


Today, Mary lives alone in Arlington Heights and 


her daughter is starting college in Arkansas, Mother 
and child stay in contact, but Mary candidly admits, 
"It's not necessary for her to live with me ... 
as 


long as she gets love, it doesn't matter where it 
conies from." 


Their situations vary, but Sue, Nanci and Mary 


share a common base. They are renegades, and 
their decisions to live apart from their children have 
placed them in a tiny but growing minority of moth- 
ers. 


ALL THREE women considered themselves prod- 


ucts of the 'SOs — actresses in a play with a pre- 
dictable plot and happy ending. But they were ill- 
prepared to marry and raise children under those 
rules, and a new life away from both husband and 
children seemed the only way to save themselves. 


"It seems so obvious to me now — I nsver really 


wanted children, but in a small Indiana town, it's all 
part of the program," said Sue. "I had no idea the 
demands kids would make on my time, energy and 
money, and I took out my marital problems on 
them." 


Said Nanci with a wry smile, "Everyone kept tell- 


ing me, 'It'll be different with your own; but it 
wasn't. I tried to do everything the way Redbook 
told me to, but I finally realized I was pleasing ev- 
eryone but myself." 


In Nanci's case, leaving her young child with her 


parents and later her ex-husband seemed the only 
solution: "Keeping custody did cross my mind, but I 
could barely cope with myself, let alone a child. I 
thought, 'Cabrini Greens, here we come1." 


Both Sue and Mary tried living with their children 


after their marriages disintegrated, but found they 
couldn't handle parenthood alone. For Mary, the re- 
alization came when her 13-year-old ran away from 
home, declaring she could live without either parent. 
("I flat out panicked," said Mary. "I'd had a picture 
of how to raise a kid not a teenager.") In Sue's case, 
a financial squeeze, discipline problems and "two 
very different daughters" made living together im- 
possible. When her husband remarried, the girls 
moved in with him. 


UNDERSTANDABLY, THE transition from wife 


and mother to single woman was painful for all 
three. Nanci's parents disowned her and called her 
"every vile name in the book"; the uniqueness of the 
women's situation made confiding in friends nearly 
impossible. 


Intense guilt has been, and still is, a part of their 


life. "While Nanci stays away from her daughter be- 
cause "she has a new mother now and I would just 
complicate things," she still refuses to give up legal 
parenthood. 


"I don't want the lid closed and sealed," she ex- 


plained. "There's still a small tie ... 
if anything 


happened, I'd be there." 


Mary's decision to live without her daughter re- 


sulted in sessions of tears and recriminations. Sue 
admits it was "extremely difficult" to explain to her 
children that "it's my problem, not theirs . .. it's not 
their fault I don't like children." 


Nanci finds it easiest to eliminate all contact, and 


Mary's limited communication with her daughter 
works out best for them both. But like several others 
in her shoes, Sue is convinced her decision to live 
alone has resulted in a closer — if unusual — rela- 
tionship with her children. 


"WHEN THE GIRLS lived with me, our lives were 


full of petty arguments," Sue recalled. "I have the 
best of two worlds now — I think of myself as a good 
mother, simply because by living my own life, I 
have something left for them." 


"Our relationship is more like sisters than mother- 


daughter, but it's better that way," she added. "I 
work hard at keeping the lines of communications 
open. Being honest is important . . . I've seen so 
many parents beat up their kids and -then mouth 'I 
love you' — now that's harmful." 


"Yes, it bothers me that I'm not a perfect mother 


— someone who devotes herself 100 per cent to her 
husband and family and yet is mysteriously able to 
develop on her own life. I feel selfish. But I tell my 
daughters, 'You have to be selfish these days ... if 
.you don't look out for yourself, no one will. It's a 
matter of survival."

The doctor says 


Coated tongue often 


of little importance 


I have a coated tongue and I have to rub It off every morning 


and night.! am now 55 years old. 


1 have asked several doctors and nobody seems to know what it 


h, but one old doctor told me once that there is nothing that I can 
do about It. Something like that Is hereditary and I believe It 
because my mother Is the same way. 


X am hoping you know what It is and have a remedy for it. 


The tongue is an indicator of many diseases and of general 


health. The evaluation of the tongue, sometimes called glossology, 
was onco considered so important that some doctors thought vari- 
ous parts of the tongue represented different portions of the ab- 
dominal organs. Such an idea today would be ridiculed — as it 
should be. It smacks of current quack ideas of relating bumps on 
the head or area of the foot to various bodily ailments and person- 
ality. 


Nevertheless, the tongue may provide good evidence of a vita- 


min deficiency and its nature, various diseases, anemia and, of 
course, of related disorders in the mouth itself. 


The coated tongue may be caused by many things. Often it is of 


little or no importance medically as your doctors apparently think 
in your case. Such simple things as sleeping with the mouth open 
can load to furring or coating of the tongue. It is difficult to 
change this habit if you are a mouth breather. 


Digestive disturbances often cause the tongue to be coated. One 


of these particularly common in middle-aged people is a hiatal 
hernia — a hernia of a small part of the stomach through the 
diaphragm. The tendency of acid digestive juices and partially 
digested food to leak backward — out of the top of the stomach 
into the lower esophagus may cause "heartburn" and a coated 
tongue. I am sending you The Health Letter, number 4-9, Hiatal 
Hernia, Esophageal Reflux, so you can learn more about it. Others 
who want this information can send 50 cents with a long, stamped, 
self-addressed envelope for it to P.O, Box 1551, Radio City Station, 
New York, N.Y. 10019. 


Often tho real cause of the common coated tongue is not found. 
the person is otherwise healthy, it can be disregarded. Cleansing 


the tongue after eating may help. Many people do not know that 
they can simply brush the surface of the tongue with their tooth- 
brush, That will help clean off the back part of the tongue. Try 
this after every meal and in the morning and you may not have a 
heavy coating. 


The tongue can be a source of bad breath in some people. Many 


people clean the teeth religiously and never bother to clean the 
decaying, foul-smelling food particles off the tongue, Food tastes 
better too if your tongue is clean. 


Mouth breathing is sometimes associated with obstruction of the 


sinuses. This may be worse at night as the lining of the nasal 
passages tend to become swollen and boggy at night because the 
head is at the same level as the heart while lying down which 
promotes swelling in the face and head if there is any reason for 
swelling at all. It wight be worthwhile for you to consult a special- 
ist in ear, nose and throat disorders if you cannot solve your 
problem yourself.

If my guess Is right, oils in the 
mixture would have become rancid, which would account for the 
bad flavor. These products should be kept in a closed, tight con- 
tainer. Best stored in the refrigerator, even there they shouldn't be 
kept too long. 


Dear Roberta; One should save the leftovers from rolls or 


square of material used to lay a new kitchen or recreation room 
floor covering. These can be used for laying in an under-the-sink, 
compartment, to protect the flooring there from moisture. The 
right kind of knife and adhesive are easy to find at a hardware 
store. I know I also profited putting some down in the pots and 
pans compartment.

high August sales 


The country's retail chains Thursday reported generally ex- 


cellent sales for August and the year so far. Sears Roebuck, the 
largest retailer, had a 15.3 per cent gain from a year ago for the 
four weeks ended Aug. 27 to $1.5 billion from $1.3 billion a year 
earier. Sears sales for the seven-month period were 15.2 per cent 
higher at $9.6 billion from $8.6 billion. Montgomery Ward had a 
13.S per cent August gain to $345.2 million from $304.1 million. The 
seven-month increase was also 13.5 per cent to $2.4 billion from $2.1 
billion. J. C. Penney sales in August were up 10.1 per cent to $739 
million from $671 million. The chain reported an 8.2 per cent 
gain for the year so far to $4.59 billion from $4.24 billion 
in the period last year. 


U.S. cars to compete with imports 
Henry Ford II said Thursday the governmefti*s prodding to build 


more fuel-efficient cars is providing the impetus U.S. automakers 
need to drive imports "right out to the shore;" In a news confer- 
ence concluding a three-day 1978 model preview, the Ford Motor 
Co, chairman said imports, which have represented one of every 
five new car sales this year, soon will find themselves in a new 
battle. He said imports probably would do no better than their 
traditional 15 per cent share of the market.

The Ford Motor Co. failed to recall more than 400,000 of its 1072- 


rcodel cars for nearly five years even though company engineers 
knew they posed a serious safety hazard, the Detroit Free Press 
reported Thursday. The nexvspaper, in a copyrighted story, said 
the delay ultimately led to one death and 11 injuries from defec- 
tive engine cooling fans on 1972 Ford Torinos, Mercury Montegos 
and Lincolns equipped with air conditioning. "It's regrettable that 
wo didn't get on to this more quickly," Ford chairman Henry Ford 
II told a news conference about the firm's 1978 model preview. 
"We just made a mistake and we just don't have any excuses why 
it wasn't done earlier."

power to subpoena business records 
and investigate accusations that the 
agency is responsible for industry 
closings. 


U.S. Steel executives last week cited 


the multi-million dollar cost of envi- 


ronmental controls at its giant Gary 
(Ind.) plant and at its South Works in 
Chicago as a major factor in their 
consideration of possibly closing the 
South Works.

Costle said. He refused to comment 
specifically on the possible closing of 
the South Works. 


The steel industry is going through 


4 
economic changes. It has got a lot of 
old plants and intends to replace them 
with more modern plants. 


"We're not forcing those changes to 


take place. Economic forces quite in- 
dependent of the EPA are making 
those changes," Costle said. 


SPEAKING ON the increasing pro- 


duction of chemicals in the United 
States, Costle said Americans face "a 
chemical crisis a week" that may get 
worse before it gets better. 


Scientists have detected only the tip 


of the iceberg when it comes to the 
possible dangers of some 30,000 chem- 
icals already in the environment, 
Costle said. And as many as 1,000 new 
chemicals are being manufactured ev- 
ery year. 


"There is increasing concern about 


threats posed by the chemicals we 
use. 
Increasingly we are 
finding 


chemicals that present real risks. It is 
our job to get on top of the problem," 
Costle said. 


He said there is a case for banning 


the pesticide DBCP, which is sus- 
pected of causing sterility in mala 
workers in plants where 
lpit is pro- 


duced. The risk of DBCP to others 
who may come in contact with it is 
now under study, he said. 


Costle said the 1974 Toxic Sub- 


stances Control Act shifts a major 
burden of proving the safety of new 
chemicals to the manufacturer. 


''There was a chemical revolution 


in this country after World War II and 
virtually an explosion of the volume 
and use of chemicals that brought 
society considerable benefits. We did 
not, in fact, pay heed that there might 
also be a cost associated with them 
and that in fact some of them carry a 
very high cost." 


Wholesale prices increase .1% 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Wholesale 


prices rose a slight .1 per cent in Au- 
gust, reflecting the fourth consecutive 
monthly decline in farm prices, the 
Labor Dept. reported Thursday. 


Although August brought the first 


wholesale price increase in three 
months, it was little cause for con- 
cern. Wholesale prices, a harbinger of 
consumer price trends, have declined 
at an annual rate of 2.6 per cent in 
three months. 


Farm prices dropped 4.3 per cent in 


August, and processed foods 'were 
down .8 per cent. The prices of these 
items have fallen at an annual rate of 
more than 27 per cent during the past 
three months. 


Food price declines began showing 


up on grocery shelves in July. 


The . 1 per cent increase in a II 


wholesale prices compared to de- 
creases of .1 per cent in July and .7 
per cent in June. 


I N F L A T I O N HAS cooled sig- 


nificantly since February, March and 
April when monthly wholesale price 
increases averaged 1 per cent. 


The Wholesale Price Index in Au- 


gust was 194.6, reflecting a 5.9 per 
cent increase above the past year. 
Wholesale goods costing $100 a decade 
ago, now cost $194.60. 


Industrial prices rose .5 per cent in 


August, consistent with recent trends, 
and finished goods, probably the best 
barometer of price trends, were up .1 
per cent. 


Administration officials have pre- 


dicted a cooling trend in inflation dur- 
ing the last half of 1977, partially'off- 
setting sharp price increases during 
the early months of the year. But in- 
flation is expected to exceed 6 per 
cent this year.

Farm price declines were regis- 


tered in August for green coffee, 
cocoa beans, eggs, livestock, plant 
and animal fibers and grains and live 
poultry. Fruit and vegetable prices in- 
creased 
for the 
second straight 


month. 


PROCESSED 
FOODS 
reflected 


farm declines. Roasted coffee, animal 
feeds, fats, oils, pork, poultry and fish 
prices dropped. But sugar prices were 
up for the first time in four months. 
Beef and veal prices also rose. 


THE BIGGEST industrial price in- 


crease was for lumber and wood. 
Transportation equipment also rose as 
a result of higher prices for autos and 


auto parts. 


Crude oil prices rose along with gas 


fuels, electric power and coal, but 
prices declined for gasoline. Price in- 
creases were more moderate than re- 
cent months for iron and steel. 


Wholesale prices declined both in 


June and July, the first two-month de- 
cline in more than two years. Declin- 
ing food prices were responsible both 
months, and farm products dropped 
again in July to continue the trend. 


THE DECLINE was passed along to 


consumers in the form of lower gro- 
cery prices in July. The Labor Dept, 
reported consumer grocery prices de- 
clined .1 per cent in July. 


This was welcome to consumers who 


suffered through months of drastically 
higher food prices during the winter 
months when severe weather and crop 
shortages left vegetables, fruits and 
other foods in short supply. 


Administration economists predict 


that inflation in the retail market will 
continue at a moderate rate through- 
out the remainder of the year, but 
wholesale prices are more erratic. 


Wholesale prices, which rose at a 


double-digit annual rate during the 
depths of the winter, began to cool in 
May with an .4 per cent increase. 
Then they' declined .7 in June and .1 
per cent in July. 


New help in catching fathers on the run 


NEW YORK — Thanks to the par- 


ent-locator service recently set up by 
the federal government, runaway fa- 
thers are becoming easier to track 
down. A law passed last year empo- 
wers the Office of ChUd Support En- 
forcement to search federal records 
for the missing parent's last known 
employer and address. The informa- 
tion is then turned over to the states, 
which find the father and force him to 
pay what he owes for support of his 
children. 


Everything from the Social Security 


Administration to the Veterans1 Ad- 
ministration to the Internal Revenue 
Service is being wired into this infor- 
mation network. If the parent has any 
business at all with the federal gov- 
ernment, his name should eventually 
turn up. 


Right now, the service is checking 


about 15,000 names a month, of which 
more than 70 per cent are found. The 
more aggressive states are developing 
similar programs so they can search 
state data — for example, the rolls of 
licensed drivers — for a missing 
spouse. 


THE PRIMARY objective of this 


nationwide manhunt is to relieve tax- 
payers of the financial burden of sup- 
porting other people's children. The 
federal government estimates that 
around half of the families getting Aid 
For Dependent Children could, and 
would, be supported by the father if 
he were found. Mothers not on the 
welfare rolls can also apply to the 
OCSE for help. 


The service looks for missing moth- 


ers if they are in a position to support 
the children. But Louis Hay, deputy 
director of the OCSE, told my associ- 
ate, Anne Colamosca, that 99 per cent 
of their business is with men. 


The OCSE's early statistics look 


promising: an estimated $280 million 
in support payments recovered, at a 
cost of around $135 million. But most 
of the money was collected by only 10 
states — Michigan, Ohio, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, Wash- 
ington, California, Minnesota, Mary- 
land and Illinois, Most of the other

states are just starting up. 


Michigan's program is splendidly 


efficient — only $7 million spent to col- 
lect $60 million. It is probably no 
coincidence that fathers there can be

than in other states. Nearly 20,000 ar- 
rests were made last year, which is a 
pretty powerful incentive. 


IT'S A MYTH that missing fathers 


usually cannot afford to support the 
family that they have sired. A study 


of one county in Minnesota found that 
25 per cent of the fathers turned up by 
the OCSE had' incomes* of more than 
$1,000 a month. 


Not all states are quick or effective. 


In areas where the bureaucracy is 
slow-moving, a woman may wait a 
long time for action on her case. It's 
also hard to keep up with a husband 
who moves from state to state, espe- 
cially when paternity has not been es- 
tablished. The law, in fact, has re- 
sulted in a flurry of paternity suits. 


If you are owed child support by a 


father who has disappeared, apply at 
the welfare office for help from the 
p a r e n t-locator service. Or write 
directly to the OCSE at 330 C St., 
N.W., Washington, D.C. 20201. (Note: 
The government won't track missing 
spouses when no children are in- 
volved.)

CHATSWORTH, Calif. (UPI) - 


Ethel Waters, stage and screen star 
who captured the hearts of millions of 
fans with her earthy spiritual and 
blues renditions of "Stormy Weather" 
and "Am I Blue,'* died Thursday of 
an apparent heart attack at age 76. 


Miss Waters, whose entertainment 


career spanned more than 60 years, 
died at the home of friends at 7:45 
a.m. She had been ill for a number of 
years. 


A deeply religious woman, the gray- 


haired Miss Waters made her Broad- 
way debut in "Plantation Revue of 
1924," scoring one of the greatest song 
hits ever when she introduced "Di- 
nah." Miss Waters still was making 
television appearances in her 70s until 
she was beset by illnesses. 
.STRICKEN WITH diabetes and 
heart trouble during the 1960s and liv- 
ing on a small Social Security check, 
Miss Waters once commented, "I 
couldn't be happier because Fm at 
peace with the Lord.'1 


It was her renditions of Negro spiri- 


tuals that brought her greatest fame 
and she was the first woman ever to 
sing "St. Louis Blues." 


For the past 15 years, Miss Waters 


devoted most of her time to the Billy 
Graham Crusade in the United States, 
Europe and Asia. For the last month, 
she had been staying with friends 
Paul and Julie Dekorte in Chatsworth 
in northern Los Angeles County. 


Funeral services were pending at 


Forest Lawn Mortuary in Glendale, 
Calif. 


MISS WATERS was born Oct. 31, 


1900, in Chester, Pa., and said later 
the fact that her family was so poor 
probably was the reason she never 
held on to the fortune she made. 


She made her initial stage appear- 


ance at 17 and after achieving consid- 
erable success, toured with a jazz 
group and developed into a leading 
theater and cafe personality. She be- 
came deeply interested in religion and 
gave up singing in nightclubs to con- 
centrate on spirituals. 


The motion picture industry recog- 


nized her talents and cast her in "As 
T h o u s a n d s Cheer," "At Home 
Abroad," and "Rhapsody in Black." 
She received an Academy Award

Gas news is good for 
holiday 


The 1.75 million persons who will 


flee the Chicago area in 450,000 cars 
this Labor Day weekend will find 
heartening news when they make 
their first gas stops on their holiday 
travels: pump prices' have fallen. 


Prices have dipped for the first 


time in recent months throughout the 
Chicago area," said Lionel Kramer, a 
spokesman for the Chicago Motor 
Club. 


And the move toward lower gasoline 


prices is nationwide, according to a 
national survey of 3,910 service sta- 
tions by the American Automobile 
Assn., of which the Chicago Motor 
Club is an affiliate. 


THE CHICAGO-AREA averages are 


based upon a Chicago Motor Club sur- 
vey of 80 city and suburban service 
stations in Cook County, said Bob 
Heck of the club. 


However, a spot check of Northwest 


suburban service stations showed no 
recent decline in pump prices. 


"We haven't gone down any," said 


Ralph Gallimore, manager of the Ar- 
lington Standard Service Station at 
1000 S. Arlington Heights Rd., Arling- 
ton Heights. "In fact, we're a penny 
under what we'd be allowed." 


William Balnas, manager of the 


Buffalo Grove and Hintz Road Mobil 
Service Station in Wheeling, said his 
prices also had remained the same. 


"A lot of times during the Labor 


Day weekend dealers will drop prices 
just for that weekend in anticipation 
of selling that much more gas," Bal- 
nas said. 


OTHER AREA dealers agreed with 


Bain as. 


The AAA survey shows gas prices 


have dropped one-half to nine-tenths 
of a cent per gallon in the past two 
months. 


"Indications have been that the sup- 


ply of gas is so prevalent now prices 


would be coming down," Kramer 
said. 


A decline in prices first became no- 


ticeable this week in the Chicago 
area, Kramer said. 


"They've been hitting record highs 


every week until this week," he said. 


The average pump price of regular 


gas in Cook County now stands at 66.3 
cents a gallon, down 1M> cents from 
last week, Kramer said. Premium gas 
sells for an average 72.4 cents a gal- 
lon, down 1.2 cents; and unleaded gas, 
69.8 cents, down 1.4 cents1, Kramer 
said. 


KRAMER SAID pump prices in

Judge quits FAA shootin 
case 


A criminal court judge Thursday 


defended his decision to grant bail re- 
lease for a former Federal Aviation 
Administration employe accused of 
murder, though the protests prompted 
him Wednesday to remove himself 
from the case. 


Cook County Criminal Court Judge 


William Cousins Jr. declined to com- 
ment on his decision Wednesday to re- 
assign the case, but said his earlier 
decision to grant bail was made be- 
cause "judges have to be concerned 
with the law." 


The judge had been presiding in the 


case of Ulysses Toatley, 59, a retired 
Air Force major and former FAA em- 
ploye accused of shooting co-worker 
Jay C. Sheridan and wounding Colby 
Moody Jr. at the ,FAA's Des Plaines 
office Feb. 28,1975, 


Toatley of Bloomingdale, allegedly 


shot Sheridan or Carpentersville and 
Moody of Elk Grove Village in an un- 
provoked attack in the FAA offices at 
2300 E. Devon Ave. 


PSYCHIATRISTS testified in the 


summer that Toatley was insane at 
the time of the shootings but was now 


competent to stand trial. Judge Cous- 
ins then set bail at $25,000. 


But the decision brought letters of 


protest from Toatley's ex-boss, James 
E. Strange, chief of the FAA's region- 
al air carrier office, and from a co- 
worker, Jerry Pankonen, prompting 
the judge Wednesday to withdraw 
from the case. 


Neither Strange nor Pankonen were 


available Thursday, but their letters 
sent earlier this month berated the 
judge for allowing the bail, 


"There is no reason to release an 


obvious murderer back into society, 
even for one minute," Strange's letter 
said. The letter said the bail decision 
"causes great concern to those who 
witnessed the crime and were possible 
victims, had the gun not jammed." 


JUDGE COUSINS called the letters 


' 'improper 
communications'' 
and 


withdrew from the case, saying "the 
court does not desire to become em- 
broiled in a public controversy." 


He said Thursday that "they (the 


protesters) have the liberty to say 
what they want to, which doesn't 
bother me, but they don't know what 


the law is and they are not concerned 
with what the law is. 


"They are concerned about what 


they want done," he said. "But judges 
are judges and have to be concerned 
with the law. 


"One might ask themselves rhetori- 


cally 'is a defendant facing a possible 
death penalty not entitled to bond?" 
the judge said.

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Cancers linked to dietary fat: scientist 


by KURT BAER 


Fat in meats, dairy products and 


vegetable oils promotes three of the 
most deadly forms of cancer, a noted 
health researcher told the American 
Chemical Society Thursday. 


Colon, rectal and breast cancers are 


as surely linked to fat in the diet as 
lung cancer is to smoking, Dr. John 
Weisburger of the American Health 
Foundation, Valhalla, N.Y., told the 
convention. 


"Food additives, pesticides and sac- 


charin all have very little to do with 
the incidence of cancer of the colon or 
breast," Weisburger said. "The key is 
the fat component of the diet." 


THERE ARE 100,000 cases of colon 


and rectal cancer in the United States 


each year and the 'cancer is respon- 
sible for 27 per cent of all cancer 
deaths, Weisburger said. 


There are 60,000 cases of breast 


cancer in women yearly and the dis- 
ease is responsible for 20 per cent of 
all cancer deaths in women. 


The average American gets 45 per 


cent of his daily calories from either 
saturated fat, associated with meat 
and dairy products, or unsaturated 
fat, which is associated with vege- 
table oil. He said saturated fats are 
more harmful. 


By comparison, in Japan, where 


cases of breast, rectal and colon can- 
cers are very low, only 20 per cent of 
a person's calories are from fats.

Americans adopt a "prudent diet" 
and lower their consumption of fat to 
33 per cent of their calorie intake, 


The recommendation was endorsed 


recently by the U.S. Senate Select 
Committee on Nutrition chaired by 
Sen. George McGovern, D-S.D., Weis- 
berger said. 


"The public should want to lower its 


fat consumption in the same way that, 
after 20 years, we are beginning to 
see some changes in smoking habits," 
he said. 


"Agribusiness must be persuaded to 


sell the public lower-fat food." 


EXPERIMENTS with laboratory 


animals have' shown that the in- 
cidence of breast and intestinal can- 
cer is reduced by 50 per cent when fat 


intake is lowered, Weisburger said. 


The total amount of fat consumed 


by Americans increased 26 per cent 
between 1910 and 1970, another bio- 
chemist, S. P. Yang of Texas Tech 
University, reported. Saturated fat 
in the American diet actually de- 
creased 7 per ceni in that time, while 
unsaturated fat increased 180 per 
cent. 


Weisburger said the scientists do 


not think fat causes cancer but in- 
stead promotes its development in two 
significant ways. 


It increases the amount of bile acid 


in the digestive system, which in turn 
is thought to stimulate intestinal can- 
cers. 


IN WOMEN, fat affects the pituita-, 


ry gland, which produces the hormone- 
prolactin. High concentrations of pro- 
lactin, as well as the hormone estro- 
gen in the breast have been connected 
with breast cancer, Weisburger said. 


Dr. L. 0 Crosby of the National 


Cancer Institute said the study of en- 
vironmental causes of cancer, in- 
cluding diet, is leading to ways to pre- 
vent the disease. 


"We're not going to find the 'cure' 


for cancer. Prevention is the key if 
we're going to increase our survival/' 
Crosby said. 


A recent Gallup poll showed that 


cancer is the disease most feared by 
Americans, Crosby said. Fifty-eight 
per cent of the persons questioned in 
the 1977 poll listed it as the most 


dreaded disease. 


CROSBY WARNED against radical 


changes in diet that may lessen the 
risk of one cancer but, greatly heigh- 
ten the danger of some other form of 
the disease. 


"Diet is a two-edged sword and a 


drop in the incidence of one kind of 
tumor could only mean a rise in an- 
o t h e r . Before making any vast 
changes in your diet, or falling for a 
fad diet, think about it first," Crosby 
told the chemists.

Panamanian sets himself afire 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (UPI) — 


A Panamanian muttering "they 
must not sign" doused imself with 
flammable fluid and set himself 
afire in front of the U.S. Embassy 
Thursday to protest the new Pan- 
ama Canal Treaty. 


He was critically 'burned before 


U.S. Marine guards managed-to 
smother the sheet of flames that 
engulfed him as1 he stagged down 
the sidewalk. 


Police identified the man as 


Leopoldo Aragon, a 50-year-old 
Panamanian who has lived in 
Stockholm for several years. They 
said he was the founder and sole 
member of the Panamanian Lib- 


eration Command, which opposed 
the Panamanian government and 
an American presence there. 


A DOCUMENT found near his 


body, written in Spanish and bear- 
ing a Panamanian 
Liberation 


Command letterhead, denounced 
•the new canal treaty. However, it 
was so badly burned the text was . 
unreadable in parts. 


Doctors at Karolins'ksa Institute 


said Aragon suffered burns over 
9& per cent of His body. 


Jan Sandkvist, a television re- 


porter who knew Aragon, said the 
Panamanian had written him a 
letter some days ago explaining 
"why I am killing myself." 


He' also spoke with Sandkvist 


about 15 minutes before he set 
himself afire. 


"He was calm 
and deter- 


mined, '' 
Sandkvist 
said. ' 'He 


wanted us to film the incident and 
get publicity for his cause." It 
was not filmed. 


A Swedish guard at the embas- 


sy told police, "The man lifted a 
white bag over his head and 
poured some fluid over .his body. 
Then he went up in flames." 


Marines rushed to his aid, cov- 


ering him with their jackets and 
shoving him to the ground. 


U.S. CHARGE d'Affaires Jack 


Perry said when he rushed out of 


the building he heard Aragon mut- 
tering, "They must not sign." 


The charred remnants of his 


clothes were scattered across the 
embassy lawn. 


In his letter to Sandkvist, Ara- 


gon wrote: 


"I am burning myself so my 


people, the Panamanian people, 
will have the right to choose and 
decide whether they accept or re- 
ject the Canal treaties 
'nego- 


tiated' between dictator (Omar) 
Torrijos and the United Staes gov- 
ernment in a true plebiscite, not 
in a Torrijos' fascist 
referen- 


dum." 


The treaty is scheduled to be 


signed in Washington Sept. 7.

Teachers in Elk Grove Township 


Dist. 59 Thursday ratified a tentative 
contract granting them an average 7 
per cent salary increase in 1977-78. 


The Dist. 59 Board of Education will

vote on the contract when it meets at 
8 p.m. Tuesday at the administration 
building, 2123 S. Arlington Heights 
Rd., Arlington Heights. 


The contract awards teachers sala- 


ry increases ranging from 4 to 8 per 
cent. Teachers already 'earning the 
top pay for their qualifications will be 
getting the 4 per cent raises. 


The contract increases 
starting 


teacher salaries to $10,300, $400 more 


than the 1976-77 starting teachers re- 
ceived. 


THE SETTLEMENT is comparable 


;to recent contract agreements in 
neighboring 
districts. Teachers in 


Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 will 
start at $10,325 this school year and 
teachers in Palatine Township Dist. 15 
will start at $10,100. 


In addition to the 4 ,per cent in- 


crease ih the base salary for teachers 
with no experience, the Dist. 59 con- 
tract also calls for a step increase, 
which varies depending on each 
teacher's education and experience. 
Teachers with more education and ex- 


perience receive a greater percentage 
step increase. 


The top salary for a teacher with 15 


years experience, a master's degree 
and 30 hours toward a doctorate de- 
gree is $21,700, up $850 "from the 1976- 
77 top salary. 
; 


"It's a good settlement for the 


teachers and the district," board 
member Paul Kucharski said, "The 
district's tight budget situation was 
understood by both sides/' 


BESIDES DEALING with salary is- 


sues, the contract also provides an 
improved health insurance policy for 
teachers and has the board making a 
contribution to the Illinois Teachers 


Retirement system equaling 4 per 
cent of each teachers pay raise. 


The board did not agree to place a 


maximum limit on class size or to es- 
t a b 1 i s h guidelines for dismissing 
teachers. 


The board did agree, however, that 


when a school is closed because of the 
district's declining enrollment, teach- 
ers will be notified of openings else- 
where in the district. Teachers Union 
Pres. Dave Brink said.

"This gives teachers peace of mind

A meeting now is unlikely until 
late in the month. 


"It looks like we have to do a little 


more investigating to see just how 
many residents have claims with 
Bituminous Casualty Co.," said Date 
Turvey, assistant deputy director of 
the state insurance department. Bitu* 
minous is the contractor's insurance 
' firm. "Our plans are to get a list of 


people from the MSD and call the 


president of Bituminous to let him 
know we're concerned. We want to 
get involved with overseeing the prob- 
lem." 


ALTHOUGH THE state has re- 


viewed only three complaints from 
village residents living near the blast- 
ing sites, nearly 50 complaints have 
been recorded by Mount Prospect offi- 
cials and referred to the sanitary dis- 
trict.

Village Atty. Richard Williams set

Since then it has become one of his 
normal chores, but he points out that 
he could be spending his time "work- 
ing on zoning things or other mat- 
ters." 


Williams said the Union Oil car was 


driven by a salesman who lives in Lil- 
ly Lake, 111., but worked in Hoffman 
Estates. A Hoffman Estates ordinance 
requires that vehicles registered in 
the village or owned by a village resi- 
dent must have a sticker. 


"WE CLAIM THE owner, Union Oil, 


resides in Hoffman Estates. They 
claim it resides in California," where 
the company is based, Williams said. 


"It's a legal question of who has the 


right to tax you," said Paul Chromek, 
attorney for Union Oil. "No law tells 
us what city we have to pay. 


"It affects not only our company, 


but many organizations who have 
fleet cars," Chromek said. Union Oil 


said, adding, "We aren't the only 
company that has had this situation," 


The important question, he said, is 


"where a car is garaged," not where 
it is registered. The car in the suit is 
"garaged" 'in Lilly Lake, where there 
is no vehicle sticker ordinance. 


CHROMEK HAS just taken over the 


case from another attorney and said 
he could not estimate the company's 
cost of the case. 


Williams said the city is named in 


traffic suits about seven times a year. 
Although most cases are handled by 
insurance companies, the costs are re- 
flected by increases in the village's 
insurance premiums. 


Lately, insurance companies have 


been fighting such cases to discourage 
future lawsuits, he said. 


He said one insurance company 


recently spent $2,000 to win a case 
that it could have setted for $500.

7-Eleven slut feared 
by Elk Grove planner 


Building two 7-Eleven stores within 


three-quarters of a mile of each other 
doesn't seem like a wise venture, Wil- 
liam Shannon, Elk Grove Plan Com- 
mission chairman, says, 


Shannon wants to see better evi- 


dence that the stores will succeed be- 
fore making a decision on whether to 
allow them. 


Southland Corp. of Rolling Meadows 


has asked Elk Grove Village to 
change the zoning for two lots to allow 
construction of the 7-Eleven stores, 


The lots, located at the southwest 


corner of Nerge and Meacham roads 
and at the northwest comer of Nerge 
and Rohlwing roads, are presently 
zoned residential. 


A third 7-EIeven store is located 


about three-quarters of a mile east of 
the Nerge and Meacham site, at 
Nerge and Plum Grove roads in 
Schaumburg. 


AT A PUBLIC hearing in August, 


the planning commission asked South- 
land representatives why they thought 
the two stores would succeed being so 
close together. 


Shannon said Southland couldn't 


give adequate answers and another 
hearing was scheduled for Sept. 28. 


Shannon said the commission is 


worried that one of the 7-Elevens 
might fail and be turned into another 
business, such as an auto service ga- 
rage. 


AREA RESIDENTS are concerned 


that a store at Nerge and Meat 


will detract from the residential 
neighborhood. 


That store would be across the 


street from a Mobil service station 
planned for the northwest corner of 
Nerge and Meacham. The gas station 
has been opposed by some residents. 


But the same residential area was 


the incentive for planning the 7-EIev- 
en stores, said Tim Moroney, a real 
estate representative with Southland. 


The stores would serve the Winston 


Grove 
subdivision 
houses, a n d 


houses being built west of Meacham, 
Moroney said. 


"That is a growing area,*' Moroney 


said. "The time will come when the 
density will be such to support each 
store," he said. 


Not so, said Shannon. "I could see it 


if the area was going to be made up 
of apartment buildings," he said. 
"That's all single-family, which is not 
high density." 


MORONEY SAID 7-Elevens are of- 


ten located in residential neighbor- 
hoods and provide a convenient ser- 
vice. Shannon said the developments 
might stick out in a neighborhood of 
single-family homes. 


Moroney said he assured a woman 


who lives near one of the proposed 
stores that a fence would be put up 
around the 7-Eleven to keep it from 
becoming an eyesore. 


Other 7-Eleven stores in Elk Grove 


Village are located at Landmeier and 
Tonne roads and at Arlington Heights 
Eoad north of Devon Avenue.

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Cancers linked to dietary fat: scientist 


by KURT BAER 


Fat in meats, dairy products and 


vegetable oils promotes three of the 
most deadly forms of cancer, a noted 
health researcher told the American 
Chemical Society Thursday. 


Colon, rectal ami breast cancers are 


as surely linked to fat in the diet as 
lung cancer is to smoking, Dr. John 
Weisburger of the American Health 
Foundation, Valhaila, N.Y., told the 
convention. 


"Food additives, pesticides and sac- 


charin all have very little to do with 
the incidence of cancer of the colon or 
breast," Weisburger said. "The key is 
the fat component of the diet." 


THERE; ARE 100,000 cases of colon 


and rectal cancer in the United States 


each year and the cancer is respon- 
sible for 27 per cent of all cancer 
deaths, Weisburger said. 


There are 60,000 cases of breast 


cancer in women yearly and the dis- 
ease is responsible for 20 per cent of 
all cancer deaths in women. 


The average American gets 45 per 


cent of his daily calories from either 
saturated fat, associated with meat 
and dairy products, or unsaturated 
fat, which is associated with vege- 
table oil. He-said saturated fats are 
more harmful. 


By comparison, in Japan, where 


cases of breast, rectal and colon can- 
cers are very low, only 20 per cent of 
a person's calories are from fats.

Americans adopt a "prudent diet" 
and lower their consumption of fat to 
33 per cent of'their calorie intake. 


The recommendation was endorsed 


recently by the U.S. Senate Select 
Committee on Nutrition chaired by 
Sen. George McGovern, D-S.D., Weis- 
berger said. 


"The public should want to lower its 


fat consumption in the same way that, 
after 20 years, we are beginning to 
see some changes in smoking habits," 
he said. 


"Agribusiness must be. persuaded to 


sell the public lower-fat food." 


EXPERIMENTS with laboratory 


animals have shown that the in- 
cidence of breast and intestinal can- 
cer is reduced by 50 per cent when fat 


intake is lowered, Weisburger said. 


The total amount of fat consumed 


by Americans increased 26 per cent 
between 1910 and 1970, another bio- 
chemist, S. P. Yang of Texas Tech 
University, reported. Saturated fat 
in the American diet actually de- 
creased 7 per cent in that time, while 
unsaturated fat increased 180 per 
cent. 


Weisburger said the scientists do 


not think fat causes cancer but in- 
stead promotes its development in two 
significant ways. 


It increases the amount of bile acid 


in the digestive system, which in turn 
is thought to stimulate intestinal can- 
cers. 


IN WOMEN, fat affects the pituita- 


ry gland, which produces the hormone 
prolactin. High concentrations of pro- 
lactin, as well as the hormone estro- 
gen in the breast have been connected 
with breast cancer, Weisburger said. 


Dr. L. 0 Crosby of the National 


Cancer Institute said the study of en- 
vironmental causes of cancer, in- 
cluding diet, is leading to ways to pre- 
vent the disease. 


"We're not going to find the 'cure' 


for cancer. Prevention is the key if 
we're going to increase our survival," 
Crosby said. 


A recent Gallup poll showed that 


cancer is the disease most feared by 
Americans, Crosby said. Fifty-eight 
per cent of the persons questioned in 
the 1977 poll listed it as the most 


dreaded disease. 


CROSBY WARNED against radical 


changes in diet that may lessen the 
risk of one cancer but, greatly heigh- 
ten the danger of some other form of 
the disease. 


"Diet is a two-edged sword and a 


drop in the incidence of one kind of 
tumor could only mean a rise in an- 
o t h e r . Before making any vast 
changes in your diet, or falling for a 
fad diet, think about it first," Crosby 
told the chemists.

Panamanian sets himself afire 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (UPI) — 


A Panamanian muttering "they 
must not sign" doused imself with 
flammable fluid and set himself 
afire in front of the U.S. Embassy 
Thursday to protest the new Pan- 
ama Canal Treaty. 


He was critically burned before 


U.S. Marine guards managed to 
smother the sheet of flames that 
engulfed him as' he stagged down 
the sidewalk. 


Police identified the man as 


Leopoldo Aragon, a 50-year-old 
Panamanian who has lived in 
Stockholm for several years. They 
said he was the founder and sole 
member of the Panamanian Lib- 


eration Command, which opposed 
the Panamanian government and 
an American presence there. 


A DOCUMENT found near his 


body, written in Spanish and bear- 
ing a Panamanian 
Liberation 


Command letterhead, denounced 
the new canal treaty. However, it 
was so badly burned the text was 
unreadable in parts. 


Doctors at Karolinsksa Institute 


said Aragon suffered burns over 
90 per cent of his body. 


Jan Sandkvist, a television re- 


porter who knew Aragon, said the 
Panamanian had written him a 
letter some days ago explaining 
"why I am killing myself." 


He also spoke with Sandkvist 


about 15 minutes before he set 
himself afire. 


"He 
was1 calm and deter- 


mined," Sandkvist said. "He 
wanted us to film the incident and 
get publicity for his cause." It 
was not filmed. 


A Swedish guard at the embas- 


sy told police, "The man lifted a 
white bag over his head and 
poured some fluid over his body. 
Then he went up in flames." 


Marines rushed to his aid, cov- 


ering him with their jackets and 
shoving him to the ground. 


U.S. CHARGE d'Affaires Jack 


Perry said when he rushed out of 


the building he heard Aragon mut- 
tering, "They must not sign." 


The charred remnants of his 


clothes were scattered across the 
embassy lawn. 


In his letter to Sandkvist, Ara- 


gon wrote: 


"I am burning myself so my 


people, the Panamanian people, 
will have the right to choose and 
decide whether they accept or re- 
ject the Canal treaties 'nego- 
tiated' between dictator (Omar) 
Torrijos and the United Staes gov- 
ernment in a true plebiscite, not 
in a Torrijos1 fascist referen- 
dum." 


The treaty is scheduled to be 


signed in Washington Sept. 7. 


Property to be reappraised 
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Village buildings underinsured 


Wheeling municipal buildings are 


underinsured because the property 
has not been reappraised to keep pace 
with increased construction costs. 


William Lewis, village finance di- 


rector, Thursday said he will meet 
with representatives of an appraisal 
firm hired by the village to reevaluate 
village-owned property. The firm, In- 
dustrial Appraisers, Chicago, was 
hired after Lewis informed trustees 
that village property is not insured for 
its full value because of outdated ap- 
praisals. 


"Nobody ever looked into it. I had 


an idea the property might not be ap- 
praised at its full value. I talked to 
the insurance company and they sent 
me to the appraisers," he said. 


LEWIS TOLD trustees earlier this 


month that if "we should have a ma- 
jor catastrophe and lose a building, 
with the amount of insurance we have 
we would have no way of replacing 
it." 


Lewis cited the village fire station 


at 312 E. Dundee Rd., which he said is 
insured for $133,000. 


"I know it's worth a lot more than 


that if we had to build it new. We 
would be in financial difficulties if we 
tried to replace it," he said. 


Lewis said the reappraisal is neces- 


sary for the village property, which 
currently is valued at $2.5 million. 


"It's in the best interests of the vil- 


lage to do this. We just couldn't sus- 
tain a large loss. We have a water 
tank valued at $193,000. I wonder if 
that's anywhere close to what it would 
cost today/' he said. 


Arnold MaRous, a representative of 


Industrial Appraisers, said his firm 
has performed the same services for 


many nearby communities, including 
Elk Grove Village and Morton Grove. 
His company has also done appraisals 
for Wheeling Township, High School 
Dist. 214 and Wheeling-Buffalo Grove 
Cist. 21. 


MAROUS SAID the reappraisal will 


take about three to four months to 
complete. 


Lewis said it is not unusual for com- 


munities to be underinsured. 
('People are just not becoming 


aware of increasing costs to replace 
fixed assets and are beginning to take 
that into consideration,*' he said. 
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Elected fire trustees key to more funds: Garfield 


Wheeling could receive a greater 


share of funds collected by the Wheel- 
ing Rural Fire Protection District If 
district board members were elected 
and not appointed, Village Atty. John 
Garfield said Thursday. 


Garfield said district trustee posts 


could be made elective offices by ref- 
erendum. Under this system, Wheel- 
Ing residents could elect trustees who 
would be favorably disposed to Wheel- 


ing's position. Wheeling has contended 
it does not receive a fair share of tax 
money collected f?y the district. 


Garfield suggested the plan as .a 


possibility because village attempts to 
withdraw from the fire district have 
not been successful. 


Currently, the three-member fire 


district board is selected by local- 
state representatives and senators. 
Garfield said positions on the board 


could become elective if a referendum 
is held throughout the district. 


"IT'S AN ALTERNATIVE to con- 


sider. The question is whether Wheel- 
ing could get enough trustees on the 
board to make a difference," Garfieid 
said. 


The fire protection' district serves 


about 50,000 residents in Wheeling, 
Buffalo Grove and Prospect Heights. 
The district has no fire department 


and contracts with the departments of 
Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and Prospect 
Heights for services in the municipal- 
ities and unincorporated areas. 


The Wheeling Fire Dept. receives 


about 60 per cent of fire district reve- 
nues, with the rest gong to Buffalo 
Grove and Prospect Heights. Wheel- 
ing officials want more money be- 
cause the village department serves a 
much larger area within the fire dis- 


trict. The village also wants a new 
fire station built in Wheeling, but the 
fire district board has been reluctant 
to provide additional funds. 


Wheeling has been attempting to 


disannex from the fire district to in- 
crease fire tax funds to the village. 
Wheeling officials said the village 
could increase fire tax revenues by 
about $50,000 a year because a portion 
of Wheeling not in the fire district 


Obscene caller has a phony pitch

An obscene phone caller posing as a 


fashion model recruiter for an in- 
timate apparel store in Schaumburg 
has been harassing women in the 
Northwest suburban area since June.

Frederick's of Hollywood at the Wood- 
field Shopping Center, said she has re- 
ceived at least 10 calls recently from 
women complaining about the caller.

the telephone)," Mrs. Kavenscraft 
said. "We have professional models in 
Hollywood.1* 


Mrs. Ravenscraft said the obscene 


calls have been going on for months, 
"but in the past week it's gotten 
worse." She said women from the 
Northwest suburban area and from as- 
far away as Gurnee have called to 
report the obscene caller. 


"He starts out so nice and business- 


like and then gets very, very ob- 
scene,"'she said. 


THE CALLER identifies himself as 


a Frederick's recruiter and promises 
the women several undergarments if 
they will come in for a modeling 
tryout. Frederick's is known for its 
marketing of risque women's apparel.

Promises of relief for Mount Pros- 


pect residents plagued with property 
damage allegedly caused from under- 
ground dynamite blasting remain un- 
kept. leaving homeowners by the way- 
side and their claims ignored.

In some compromise settlements once 
again has been postponed. The Illinois 
Dept. of Insurance said it wants the 
"true picture" of what has occurred 
in the village since the blasting began 
more than a year ago on the Metro- 
politan Sanitary District's deep-tunneJ 
sewage treatment project. The meet- 
ing originally was scheduled for next 
week. A meeting now is unlikely until 
late in the month. 


"It looks like we have to do a little 


more investigating to see just how 
many residents have claims with 
Bituminous Casualty Co.," said Dale 
Turvey, assistant deputy director of 
the state insurance department. Bitu- 
minous is the contractor's insurance 
firm. "Our plans are to get a list of 
people from the MSD and call the 
president of Bituminous to let him 
know we're concerned. We want to 
get involved with overseeing the prob- 
lem." 


ALTHOUGH THE state has re- 


viewed only three complaints from 
village residents living near the blast- 
ing sites, nearly 50 complaints have 
been recorded by Mount Prospect offi- 
cials and referred to the sanitary dis- 
trict.

tractors hired by the MSD to blast 
several tunnel shafts throughout the 
v i l l a g e .

they're not liable," Turvey said.

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Cancers linked to dietary fat: scientist

Fat in meats, dairy products and 


vegetable oils promotes three of the 
most deadly forms of cancer, a noted 
health researcher told the American' 
Chemical Society Thursday. 


Colon, rectal and breast cancers are 


as surely linked to fat in the diet as 
lung cancer is to smoking, Dr. John 
Weisburger of the American Health 
Foundation, Valhalla, N.Y., told the 
convention. 


"Food additives, pesticides and sac- 


charin all have very little to do with 
the incidence of cancer of the colon or 
breast/' Weisburger said. "The key is 
the fat component of the diet," 


THERE ARE 100,000 cases'of colon 


and rectal cancer in the United States 


each year and the cancer is respon- 
sible for 27 per cent of all cancer 
deaths, Weisburger said, 


There are 60,000 cases of breast 


cancer in women yearly and the dis- 
ease is responsible for 20 per cent of 
all cancer deaths in women. 


The average American gets 45 per 


cent of his daily calories from either 
saturated fat, associated with meat 
and dairy products, or unsaturated 
fat, which is associated with vege- 
table oil He said saturated fats are 
more harmful. 


By comparison, in Japan, where 


cases of breast, rectal and colon can- 
cers are very low, only 20 per cent of 
a person's calories are from fats.

EXPERIMENTS 
with laboratory 


animals have shown that the in- 
cidence of breast and intestinal can- 
cer is reduced by 50 per cent when fat 


intake is lowered, Weisburger said. 


The 'total amount of fat consumed 


by Americans increased 26 per cent 
between 1910 and 1970, another bio- 
chemist, S. P. Yang of Texas Tech 
University, reported. Saturated fat 
in the American diet actually de- 
creased 7 per cent in that time, while 
unsaturated fat increased 180 per 
cent. 


Weisburger said the scientists do 


not think fat causes cancer but in- 
stead promotes its development in two 
significant ways. 


It increases the amount of bile acid 


in the digestive system, which in turn 
is thought to stimulate intestinal can- 
cers. 


IN WOMEN, fat affects the pituita- 


ry gland, which produces the hormone 
prolactin. High concentrations of pro- 
lactin, as well as the hormone estro- 
gen in the breast have been connected 
with breast cancer, Weisburger said, 


Dr. L. 0 Crosby of the National 


Cancer Institute said the study of en- 
vironmental causes of cancer, in- 
cluding diet, is leading to ways to pre- 
vent the disease. 


"We're not going to find the 'cure' 


for cancer. Prevention is the key if 
we're going to increase our survival," 
Crosby said. 


A recent Gallup poll showed that 


cancer is the disease most feared by 
Americans, Crosby said. Fifty-eight 
per cent of the persons questioned in 
the 1977 poll listed it as the most 


dreaded disease. 


CROSBY WARNED against radical 


changes in diet that may lessen the 
risk of one cancer but, greatly heigh- 
ten the danger of some other form of 
the disease. 


"Diet is a two-edged sword and a 


drop in the incidence of one kind of 
tumor could only mean a rise in an- 
o t h e r . Before making any vast 
changes in your diet, or falling for a 
fad diet, think about it first," Crosby 
told the chemists.

They 
said he was the founder and sole 
member of the Panamanian Lib- 


eration Command, which opposed 
the Panamanian government and 
an American presence there. 


A DOCUMENT found near his 


body, written in Spanish and bear- 
ing a Panamanian

Command letterhead, denounced 
the new canal treaty. However, it 
was so badly burned the text was 
unreadable in parts.

said Aragon suffered burns over 
90 per cent of his body.

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Cancers linked to dietary fat: scientist

Fat In meats, dairy products and 


vegetable oils promotes three of the 
most deadly forms of cancer, a noted 
health researcher told the American 
Chemical Society Thursday. 


Colon, rectal and breast cancers are 


as surely linked to fat In the diet as 
lung cancer is to smoking, Dr. John 
Weisburger of the American Health 
Foundation, Valhalla, N.Y., told the 
convention. 


"Food additives, pesticides and sac- 


charin all have very little to do with 
the incidence of cancer of the colon or 
breast," Weisburger said. "The key is 
the fat component of the diet." 


THERE ARE 100,000 cases of colon 


and rectal cancer in the United States 


each year and the cancer is respon- 
sible for 27 per cent of all cancer 
deaths, Welsburger said. 


There are 60,000 cases of breast 


cancer in women yearly and the .dis- 
ease is responsible for 20 per cent of 
all cancer deaths in women. 


The average American gets 45 per 


cent of his daily calories from either 
saturated fat, associated with meat 
and dairy products, or unsaturated 
fat, which is associated with vege- 
table oil. He said saturated fats are 
more harmful. 


By comparison, in Japan, where 


cases of breast, rectal and colon can- 
cers are very low, only 20 per cent of 
a person's calories are from fats.

Americans adopt a "prudent diet" 
and lower their consumption of fat to 
33 per cent of their calorie intake. 


The recommendation was endorsed 


recently by the U.S. Senate Select 
Committee on Nutrition chaired by 
Sen. George McGovern, D-S.D., Weis- 
berger said. 


"The public should want to lower its 


fat consumption in the same way that, 
after 20 years, we are beginning to 
see some changes in smoking habits," 
he said. 


"Agribusiness must be persuaded to 


sell the public lower-fat food." 


EXPERIMENTS with 
laboratory 


animals have shown that the in- 
cidence of breast and intestinal can- 
cer is reduced by 50 per cent when fat 


intake is lowered, Weisburger said. 


The total amount of fat consumed 


by Americans increased 26 per cent 
between 1910 and 1970, another bio- 
chemist, S. P. Yang of Texas Tech 
University, reported. Saturated fat 
in the American diet actually de- 
creased 7 per cent in that time, while 
unsaturated fat increased 180 per 
cent. 


Weisburger said the scientists do 


not think fat causes cancer but in- 
stead promotes its development in two 
significant ways. 


It increases the amount of bile acid 


in the digestive system, which in turn 
is thought to stimulate intestinal can- 
cers. 


IN WOMEN, fat affects the pituita- 


ry gland, which produces the hormone 
prolactin. High concentrations of pro- 
lactin, as well as the hormone estro- 
gen in the breast have been connected 
with breast cancer, Weisburger said. 


Dr. L. -0 Crosby of the National 


Cancer Institute said the study of en- 
vironmental causes of .cancer, in- 
cluding diet, is leading to ways to pre- 
vent the disease. 


"We're not going to find the 'cure' 


for cancer. Prevention is the key i£ 
we're going to increase our survival," 
Crosby said. 


A recent Gallup poll showed that 


cancer is the disease most feared by 
Americans, Crosby said. Fifty-eight 
per .cent of the persons questioned in 
the 1977 poll listed it as the most 


dreaded disease. 


CROSBY WARNED against radical 


changes in diet that may lessen the 
risk of one cancer but, greatly heigh- 
ten the danger of some othsr form of 
the disease. 


"Diet is a two-edged sword and a 


drop in the incidence of one kind of 
tumor could only mean a rise in an- 
o t h e r . Before making any vast 
changes in your diet, or falling for a 
fad diet, think about it first," Crosby 
told the chemists.

Panamanian sets himself afire 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (UPI) - 


A Panamanian muttering "they 
must not sign" doused imself with 
flammable fluid and set himself 
'afire in front of the U.S. Embassy 
Thursday to protest the new Pan- 
ama Canal Treaty. 


He was critically burned before 


U.S. Marine guards managed to 
smother the sheet of flames that 
engulfed him as he stagged down 
the sidewalk. 


Police identified the man as 


Leopoldo Aragon, a 50-year-old 
Panamanian who has lived in 
Stockholm for several years. They 
said, he was the founder and sole 
member of the Panamanian Lib- 


eration Command, which opposed 
the Panamanian government and 
an American presence there. 


A DOCUMENT found near his 


body, written in Spanish and bear- 
ing a Panamanian 
Liberation 


Command letterhead, denounced 
the new canal treaty. However, it 
was so badly burned the text was 
unreadable in parts. 


Doctors at Karolinsksa Institute 


said Aragon suffered burns over 
90 per cent of his body. 


Jan Sandkvist, a television re- 


porter who knew Aragon, said the 
Panamanian had written him a 
letter some days ago explaining 
"why I am killing myself." 


He also spoke with Sandkvist 


about 15 minutes before he set 
himself afire. 


"He was calm and deter- 


mined," 
Sandkvist 
said. "He 


wanted us to film the incident and 
get publicity for his cause." It 
was not filmed. 


A Swedish guard at the embas- 


sy told police, "The man lifted a 
white bag over his head and 
poured some fluid over his body. 
Then he went up in flames." 


Marines rushed to his aid, cov- 


ering him with their jackets and 
shoving him to the ground. 


U.S. CHARGE d'Affaires Jack 


Perry said when he rushed out of 


the building he heard Aragon mut- 
tering, "They must not sign." 


The charred remnants of his 


clothes were scattered across the 
embassy lawn. 


In his letter to Sandkvist, Ara- 


gon wrote: 


"I am burning myself so my 


people, the Panamanian people, 
will have the right to choose and 
decide whether they accept or re- 
ject the Canal treaties 'nego- 
tiated' between dictator (Omar) 
Torrijos and the United Sfcaes gov- 
ernment in a true plebiscite, not 
in a Torrijos' fascist 
referen- 


dum." 


The treaty is scheduled to be 


signed in Washington Sept. 7.

tliree-quarters of a mile of each other 
doesn't seem like a wise venture, Wil- 
liam Shannon, Elk Grove Plan Com- 
mission chairman, says. 


Shannon wants to see better evi- 


dence that the stores will succeed be- 
fore making a decision on whether to 
allow them. 


Southland Corp. of Rolling Meadows 


has asked Elk Grove Village to 
change the zoning for two lots to allow 
construction of the 7-EIeven stores. 


The lots, located at the southwest 


corner of Nerge and Meacham roads 
and at the northwest corner of Nerge 
and Rohlwing roads, are presently 


zoned residential. 


A third 7-Eleven store is located 


about three-quarters of a mile east of 
the Nerge and Meacham site, at 
Nerge and Plum Grove roa^ds in 
Schaumburg. 


AT A PUBLIC hearing in August, 


the planning commission asked South- 
land representatives why they thought 
the two stores would succeed being so 
close together. 


Shannon said Southland couldn't 


give adequate answers and another 
hearing was scheduled for Sept. 28. 


Shannon said the commission is 


worried that one of the 7-Elevens 
might fail and be turned into another 


business, such as an auto service ga- 
rage. 


AREA RESIDENTS are concerned 


that a store at Nerge and Meacham

That store would be across the 


street from a Mobil service station 
planned for the northwest corner of 
Nerge and Meacham. The gas station 
has been opposed by some residents. 


But the same residential area was 


the incentive for planning the 7-Elev- 
en stores, said Tim Moroney, a real 
estate representative with Southland.

Dist. 59 teachers OK pact granting 1% pay increase

Teachers In Elk Grove Township 


Dist. 59 Thursday ratified a tentative 
contract granting them an average 7 
per cent salary increase in 1977-78, 


The Dist. 59 Board of Education will 


vote on the contract when it meets at 
8 p.m. Tuesday at the administration 
building. 2123 S. Arlington Heights 
Rd., Arlington Heights. 


The contract awards teachers sala- 


ry increases ranging from 4 to 8 per 
centr' Teachers already earning the 
top pay for their qualifications will be 
getting the 4 per cent raises. 


The contract increases 
starting 


teacher salaries to $10,300, $400 more 
than the 1976-77 starting teachers re- 
ceived. 


THE SETTLEMENT is comparable 


!to recent contract agreements in 
neighboring districts. 
Teachers in 


Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 will 
start at $10,325 this school year and 
teachers in Palatine Township Dist. 15 
will start at $10,100. 


In addition to the 4 per cent in- 


crease in the base salary for teachers 
with no experience, the Dist, 59 con- 
tract also calls for a step increase, 
which varies depending 
on each 


teacher's education and experience. 
Teachers with more education and ex- 


perience receive a greater percentage 
step increase. 


The top salary for a teacher with 15 


years experience, a master's degree 
and 30 hours toward a doctorate de- 
gree is $21,700, up $850 from the 1976- 
77 top salary. 


"It's a good settlement for the 


teachers and the district,'' board 
member Paul Kucharski said. "The 
district's tight budget situation was 
understood by both sides." 


BESIDES DEALING with salary is- 


sues, the contract also provides an 
improved health insurance policy for 
teachers and has the board making a 
contribution to the Illinois Teachers 
Retirement system equaling 4 per 
cent of each teachers pay raise. 


The board did not agree to place a 


maximum limit on class size or to es- 
t a b 1 i s h guidelines for dismissing 
teachers. 


The board did agree, however, that 


when a school is closed because of the 
district's declining enrollment, teach- 
ers will be notified of openings else- 
where in the district. Teachers Union 
Pres. Dave Brink said. 


"This gives teachers peace of mind 


that they will have s-n opportunity to 
apply for other positions in the dis- 
trict and won't just be randomly 
placed," he said. 


No great shakes in relief to MSD blasting victims

Promises of relief for Mount Pros- 


pect residents plagued with property 
damage allegedly caused from under- 
ground dynamite blasting remain un- 
kept, leaving homeowners by the way- 
side and their claims ignored. 


A meeting that could have resulted 


in some compromise settlements once 
again has been postponed. The Illinois 
Dept. of Insurance said it wants the 
"true picture'' of what has occurred 
in the village since the blasting began 


more than a year ago on the Metro- 
politan Sanitary District's deep-tunnej 
sewage treatment project. The meet- 
ing originally was scheduled for next 
week. A meeting now is unlikely until 
late in the month. 


"It looks like we have to do a little 


more investigating to see just how 
many residents have claims with 
Bituminous Casualty Co.," said Dale 
Turvey, assistant deputy director of 
the state insurance department. Bitu- 
minous is the contractor's insurance

firm. "Our plans are to get a list of 
people from the MSD and call the 
president of Bituminous to let him 
know we're concerned. We want to 
get involved with overseeing the prob- 
lem." 


ALTHOUGH THE state has re- 


viewed only three complaints from 
village residents living near the blast- 
ing sites, nearly 50 complaints have 
been recorded by Mount Prospect offi- 
cials and referred to the sanitary dis- 
trict.

An obscene phone caller posing as a 


fashion model recruiter for an in- 
timate apparel store in Schaumburg 
has been harassing women in the 
Northwest suburban area since June. 


Evelyn Ravcnscraft, manager of

field Shopping Center, said she has re- 
ceived at least 10 calls recently from 
women complaining about the caller. 


"1 want the women to know that we 


do not do this (recruit models over 
the telephone)," Mrs. Ravenscrafif 
said, "We have professional models in 
Hollywood." 


Mrs. Ravenscraft said the obscene 


calls have been going on for months, 


. "but in the past week it's gotten 
worse." She said women from the 
Northwest suburban area and from as 


far away as Gurnee have called to 
report the obscene caller. 


"He starts out so nice and business- 


like and then gets very, very ob- 
scene," she said. 


THE CALLER identifies himself as 


a Frederick's recruiter and promises 
the women several undergarments if 
they will come in for a modeling 
tryout. Frederick's is known for its 


marketing of risque women's apparel. 


"You get some women who are a 


little bit conceited and they think 
rnaybe he's seen them somewhere and 
is serious about it," Mrs. Havenscraft 
said. "Some of them are even stupid 
enough to give him their addresses." 


SHE SAID ONE woman was "hys- 


terical" following a conversation with 
the caller. 


Mrs. Ravenscraft said she wanted 


to publicize the calls in order to warn 
women against speaking with anyone 
who identifies himself as a Fred- 
erick's

recruiting 


agent. 


Schaumburg police Lt. James J. 


Dillon said women receiving the calls 
should tell the caller they are not in- 
terested and immediately hang up the 
phone. 


would like to hold a meeting Sept. 27 
to try to remedy the situation but Tur- 
vey is not sure his study will be com- 
plete by then.

A dispute over a $10 village vehicle 


sticker and a $23 fine has blossomed 
into a lengthy court battle between 
the Village of Hoffman Estates and 
Union Oil Co.

Union Oil salesman, driving a com- 
pany-owned car, was ticketed at the 
firm's Hoffman Estates office for fail- 
ing to have a village vehicle sticker. 
A Cook County Circuit Court judge 
levied the $25 fine. 


But Union Oil has appealed the 


case. It will be heard in the Illinois 
Appellate Court Sept. 19. 


VILLAGE PRES Virginia Hayter 


called the case a "nuisance suit," 


"Nonsense suits arc costing us mil- 


lions of dollars we shouldn't be spend- 
ing," she said. 


Village Atty, Richard Williams set 


the price-tag closer to S200 — the le- 
gal fees the village paid in connection 
with the case before Wiliams became 
a salaried employe last February. 
Since then it has become one of his 
normal chores, but he points out that 
he could be spending his time "work- 
ing on zoning things or other mat- 
ters." 


Williams said the Union Oil car was 


driven by a salesman who lives in Lil- 
ly Lake, 111., but worked in Hoffman 
Estates. A Hoffman Estates ordinance 
requires that vehicles registered in 
the village or owned by a village resi- 
dent must have a sticker. 


"WE CLAIM THE owner, Union Oil,

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Cancers linked to dietary fat: scientist

Fat in meats, dairy products and 


vegetable oils promotes three of the 
most deadly forms of cancer, a noted 
health researcher told the American 
Chemical Society Thursday. 


Colon, rectal and breast cancers are 


as surely linked to fat in the diet as 
lung cancer is to smoking, Dr. John 
Weisburger of the American Health 
Foundation, Valhalla, N.Y., told the 
convention. 


"Food additives, pesticides and sac- 


charin all have very little to do with 
the incidence of cancer of the colon or 
breast," Weisburger said. "The key is 
the fat component of the diet." 


THERE ARE 100,000 cases of colon 


and rectal cancer in the United States 


each year and the cancer is respon- 
sible for 27 per cent of all cancer 
deaths, Weisburger said. 


There are 60,000 cases of breast 


cancer in women yearly and the dis- 
ease is responsible for 20 per cent of 
all cancer deaths in women. 


The average American gets 45 per 


cent of his daily calories from either 
saturated fat, associated with meat 
and dairy products, or unsaturated 
fat, which is associated with vege- 
table oil. He said saturated fats are 
more harmful. 


By comparison, in Japan, where 


cases of breast, rectal and colon can- 
cers are very low, only 20 per cent of 
a person's calories are from fats.

Americans adopt a "prudent diet'* 
and lower their consumption of fat to 
33 per cent of their calorie intake. 


The recommendation was endorsed 


recently by the U.S. Senate Select 
Committee on Nutrition chaired by 
Sen. George McGovern, D-S.D., Weis- 
berger said. 


"The public should want, to lower its 


fat consumption in the same way that, 
after 20 years, we are beginning to 
see some changes in smoking habits," 
he said. 


"Agribusiness must be persuaded to 


sell the public lower-fat food." 


EXPERIMENTS with 
laboratory 


animals have shown that the in- 
cidence of breast and intestinal can- 
cer is reduced by 50 per cent when fat 


intake is lowered, Weisburger said. 


The total amount of fat consumed 


by Americans increased 26 per cent 
between 1910 and 1970, another bio- 
chemist, S. P. Yang of Texas Tech 
University, reported. Saturated fat 
in the American diet actually de- 
creased 7 per cent in that time, while 
unsaturated 
fafc increased 180 per 


cent. 


Weisburger said the scientists do 


not think fat causes cancer but in- 
stead promotes its development in two 
significant ways. 


It increases the amount of bile acid 


in the digestive system, which in turn 
is thought to stimulate intestinal can- 
cers. 


IN WOMEN, fat affects the pituita- 


ry gland, which produces the hormone 
prolactin. High concentrations of pro- 
lactin, as well as the hormone estro- 
gen in the breast have been connected 
with breast cancer, Weisburger said. 


Dr. L. 0 Crosby of the National 


Cancer Institute said the study of en- 
vironmental causes of cance r, i n- 
cluding diet, is leading to ways to pre- 
vent the disease. 


"We're not going to find the 'cure' 


for cancer. Prevention is the key if 
we're going to increase our survival," 
Crosby said. 


A recent Gallup poll showed that 


cancer is the disease most feared by 
Americans, Crosby said. Fifty-eight 
per cent of the persons questioned in 
the 1977 poll listed it as the most 


dreaded disease. 


CROSBY WARNED against radical 


changes in diet that may lessen the 
risk of one cancer but, greatly heigh- 
ten the danger of some other form of 
the disease. 


"Diet is a two-edged sword and a 


drop in the incidence of one kind of 
tumor could only mean a rise in an- 
o t h e r . Before making any vast 
changes in your diet, or falling for a 
fad diet, think about it first," Crosby 
told the chemists.

He was critically burned before 


U.S. Marine guards managed to 
smother the sheet of flames that 
engulfed him as1 he stagged down 
the sidewalk. 


Police identified the man as 


Leopoldo Aragon, a 50-year-old 
Panamanian who has lived in 
Stockholm for several years. They 
said he was the founder and sole 
member of the Panamanian Lib- 


eration Command, which opposed 
the Panamanian government and 
an American presence there. 


A DOCUMENT found near his 


body, written in Spanish and bear- 
ing a Panamanian 
Liberation 


Command letterhead, denounced 
the new canal treaty. However, it 
was so badly burned the text was 
unreadable in parts. 


Doctors at Karolinsksa Institute 


said Aragon suffered burns over 
90 per cent of his body. 


Jan Sandkvist, a television re- 


porter who knew Aragon, said the 
Panamanian had written him a 
letter some days ago explaining 
"why I am killing myself."

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Cancers linked to dietary fat: scientist 


by Kl/RT BAER 


Fat in meats, dairy products and 


vegetable oils promotes three of the 
most deadly forms of cancer, a noted 
health researcher told the American 
Chemical Society Thursday. 


Colon, rectal and breast cancers are 


as surely linked to fat in the diet as 
lung cancer is to smoking, Dr. John 
Weisburger of the American Health 
Foundation, Valhalla, N.Y., told the 
convention. 


"Food additives, pesticides and sac- 


charin all have very little to do with 
the incidence of cancer of the colon or 
breast,'1 Weisburger said. "The key is 
the fat component of the diet." 


THERE ARE 100,000 cases of colon 


and rectal cancer in the United States 


each year and the cancer is respon- 
sible for 27 per cent of all cancer 
deaths, Weisburger said. 


There are 60,000 cases of breast 


cancer in women yearly and the dis- 
ease is responsible for 20 per cent of 
all cancer deaths in women. 


The average American gets 45 per 


cent of his daily calories from either 
saturated fat, associate^ with meat 
and dairy products, or unsaturated 
fat, which is associated with vege- 
table oil. He said saturated fats are 
more harmful. 


By comparison, in Japan, where 


cases of breast, rectal and colon can- 
cers are very low, only 20 per cent of 
a person's calories are from fats.

Americans adopt a "prudent diet" 
and lower their consumption of fat to 
33 per cent of their calorie intake. 


The recommendation was endorsed 


recently by the U.S. Senate Select 
Committee on Nutrition chaired by 
Sen. 
George McGovern, D-S.D., Weis- 


berger said. 


"The public should want to lower its 


fat consumption in the same way that, 
after 20 years, we are beginning to 
see some changes in smoking habits," 
he said. 


"Agribusiness must be persuaded to 


sell the public lower-fat food." 


EXPERIMENTS with laboratory 


animals have shown that the in- 
cidence of breast and intestinal can- 
cer is reduced by 50 per cent when fat 


intake is lowered, Weisburger said. 


The total amount of fat consumed 


by Americans increased 26 per cent 
between 1910 and 1970, another bio- 
chemist, S. P. Yang of Texas Tech 
University, reported. Saturated fat' 
in the American diet actually de- 
creased 7 per cent in that time, while 
unsaturated fat increased 180 per 
cent. 


Weisburger said the scientists do 


not think fat causes cancer but in- 
stead promotes its development in two 
significant ways. 


It increases the amount of bile acid 


in the digestive system, which in turn 
is thought to stimulate intestinal can- 
cers. 


IN WOMEN, fat affects the pituita- 


ry gland, which produces the hormone 
prolactin. High concentrations of pro- 
lactin, as well as the hormone estro- 
gen in the breast have been connected 
with breast cancer, Weisburger said. 


Dr. L. 0 Crosby of the National 


Cancer Institute said the study of en- 
vironmental causes of cancer, in- 
cluding diet, is leading to ways to pre- 
vent the disease. 


"We're not going to find the 'cure' 


for cancer. Prevention is the key if 
we're going to increase our survival," 
Crosby said. 


A recent Gallup poll showed that 


cancer is the disease most feared by 
Americans, Crosby said. Fifty-eight 
per cent of the persons questioned in 
the 1977 poll listed it as the most 


dreaded disease. 


CROSBY WARNED against radical 


changes in diet that may lessen the 
risk of one cancer but, greatly heigh- 
ten the danger of some other form of 
the disease. 


"Diet is a two-edged sword and a 


drop in the incidence of one kind of 
tumor could only mean a rise in an- 
o t h e r . Before making any vast 
changes in your diet, or falling for a 
fad diet, think about it first," Crosby 
told the chemists.

much more teachable

Panamanian sets himself afire 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (UPI) — 


A Panamanian muttering "they 
must not sign" doused imself with 
flammable fluid and set himself 
afire in front of the U.S. Embassy 
Thursday to protest the new'Pan- 
ama Canal Treaty. 


He was critically burned before 


U.S. 
Marine guards managed to 


smother the sheet of flames that 
engulfed him as he stagged down 
the sidewalk. 


Police identified the man as 


Leopoldo Aragon, a 50-year-old 
Panamanian who has lived in 
Stockholm for several years. They 
said he was the founder and sole 
member of the Panamanian Lib- 


eration Command, which opposed 
the Panamanian government and 
an American presence there. 


A DOCUMENT found near his 


body, written in Spanish and bear- 
ing a Panamanian Liberation 
Command letterhead, denounced 
the new canal treaty. However, it 
was so badly burned the text was 
unreadable in parts. 


Doctors at Karolinsksa Institute 


said Aragon suffered burns over 
90 per cent of his body. 


Jan Sandkvist, "a television re- 


porter who knew Aragon, said the 
Panamanian had written him a 
letter some days ago explaining 
"why 
I am killing myself." 


He also spoke with Sandkvist 


about 15 muiutes before he set 
himself afire. 


"He was calm and deter- 


mined," 
Sandkvist 
said. 
"He 


wanted us to film the incident and 
get publicity for his cause." It 
was not filmed. 


A Swedish guard at the embas- 


sy told police, "The man lifted a 
white bag over his head and 
poured some fluid over his body. 
Then he went up in flames.'' 


Marines rushed to his aid, cov- 


ering him with their jackets and 
shoving him to the ground. 


U.S. CHARGE d*Affaires Jack 


Perry said when he rushed out of 


the building he heard Aragon mut- 
tering, "They must not sign." 


The charred remnants of his 


clothes were scattered across the 
embassy lawn. 


In his letter to Sandkvist, Ara- 


gon wrote: 


"I am burning myself so my 


people, the Panamanian people, 
will have the right to choose and 
decide whether they accept or re- 
ject the Canal treaties 'nego- 
tiated' between dictator (Omar) 
Torrijos and the United Staes gov- 
ernment in a true plebiscite, not 
in a Torrijos' fascist referen- 
dum." 


The treaty is scheduled to be 


signed in Washington Sept. 7. 


Meyer threatens to veto tax levy 


Mayor Roland J. Meyer says he 


may veto part or all of the 1977-78 
Rolling Meadows tax levy ordinance, 
or he may refuse to sign it. 


"If I don't sign it, it will become 


law anyway," he said. "But I'm not 
going to sign it just because the city 
council passed it." 


Meyer was out of town when the 


council passed the $l.*f million levy. 
He says he wants to study it more 
closely before he makes his decision. 


"I want to see if certain parts of the 


budget can be cut. I think they're too 
high/* he said. "But I want to talk to 


Bob Cole (city treasurer) and the city 
manager first. There might be a good 
reason for it." 


THE LEVY IS 20 per cent higher 


than last year's levy and robably will 
cause a city property tax increase of 
about 6 per cent. Last year residents 
paid $1.32 per $100 of assessed valu- 
.ation and probably will pay about 
$1.40 this year. 


Meyer said the city can abate some 


taxes in December, but he wants to 
trim the budget, if possible, "before 
the September deadline." 


Meyer has until the next regular 


council meeting, Sept. 13, to veto the 
ordinance. 


He said he would not specify which 


sections of the-levy he thought were 
too high before he talks with officials. 


T H O U G H NO aldermen voted 


against the levy, several questioned 
the increase and asked for justifica- 
tion before it was passed. 


Assistant City Mgr. Charles Green 


told the council the increase ;was nec- 
essary for the services it wants to 
provide residents. 


Meyer said he believed the alder- 


men did not have the time to carefully 
examine the levy before passing it. 
He said the council probably wanted 
to discuss it in committee before con- 
sidering it on the council floor. 


The city abandoned its committee 


system when it hired Thomas Palmer 
as city manager and adopted a strong 
city manager government. 


Aid. Fredrick Jacobson, 5th, asked 


the city manager's office for a de- 
tailed report on the budget before the 
end of December, the city's last 
chance to abate taxes. 
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Ordinance would make getting entertainment easier 


Rolling Meadows tavern and restau- 


rant owners soon may find it easier to 
provide live entertainment for their 
customers. 


City Att. Donald Hose is preparing 


an ordinance that would allow liquor 
license holders to apply for entertain- 
ment permits from city hail. Cur- 
rently, if a liquor establishment wants 
to have live entertainment, the city 


council must create a new liquor li- 
cense and the local liquor commis- 
sioner, Mayor Roland J. Meyer, must 
issue it. 


Meyer, who asked Rose to draw up 


the ordinance, said the entertainment 
permits should be granted like any 
other business license. 


LIVE ENTERTAINMENT in bars 


has been controversial in Rolling 


Meadows. It wasn't until 1975 that live 
entertainment was allowed because 
aldermen and residents feared it 
might lead to nude dancing. 


But most aldermen have said they 


would favor making it easier to have 
live entertainment. About two months 
ago the aldermen were polled and 
seven of the 10 said they will con- 
sider it. 


Three establishments have special, 


more expensive liquor licenses that 
allow music and dancing. The Banana 
Boat, 3425 Kirchoff Rd. had been of- 
fering live entertainment four nights a 
week illegally until Meyer told the 
owners they could continue if they 
paid $10 for a 24-hour license for each 
day entertainment was scheduled. 


The special liquor license costs 


more than a regular license and also 
allows owners to keep their estab- 
lishments open later. 


MEYER DID NOT say how much 


he thought an entertainment permit 
will cost. 


"I'll leave that up to the city council 


to decide with recommendation from 
the city manager," he said. 


The permit would not allow bars to 


stay open later and would allow danc- 
ing only by patrons, not professional 
dancers. 


Meyer believes the ordinance would 


save the city council time and trouble. 


"If someone wants to have live en- 


tertainment the council has to create 
the license," he said. 


"If it doesn't work out, then the 


council has to create a new license for 
him.'* 


Court battle takes time, money 
Sticker situation costs village 


A dispute over a $10 village vehicle 


sticker and a $25 fine has blossomed 
into a lengthy court battle between 
the Village of Hoffman Estates and 
Union Oil Co. 


It all began in July 1976 when a 


Union Oil salesman, driving a com- 
pany-owned car, was ticketed at the 
firm's Hoffman Estates office for fail- 
ing to have a village vehicle sticker. 
A Cook County Circuit Court judge 
levied the $25 fine. 


But IKon Oil has appealed the 


case. It will be heard in the Illinois 
Appellate Court Sept. 19. 


VILLAGE PRfeS Virginia Hayter 


called the case a "nuisance suit." 


"Nonsense suits are costing us mil- 


lions of dollars we shouldn't be spend- 
ing/' she said. 


Village Atty. Richard Williams set 


the price-tag closer to $200 — the le- 
gal fees the village paid in connection 


with the case before Wiliams became 
a salaried employe last February. 
Since then it has become one of his 
normal chores, but he points out that 
he could be spending his time "work- 
Ing on zoning things or other mat- 
ters.0 


Williams said the Union Oil car was 


driven by a salesman who lives in Lil- 
ly Lake, III., but worked in Hoffman 
Estates. A Hoffman Estates ordinance 
requires that vehicles registered in 
the village or owned by a village resi- 
dent must have a sticker. 


"WE CLAIM THE owner, Union Oil, 


resides in Hoffman Estates. They 
claim it resides in California," where 
the company is based, Williams said. 


"It's a legal question of who has the 


right to tax you/' said Paul Chromek, 
attorney for Union Oil. "No law tells 
us what city we have to pay. 


"It affects not only our company, 


but many organizations who have 


fleet cars,'* Chromek said. Union Oil 
is fighting the case to settle the ques- 
tion for itself and other companies, he 
said, adding, "We aren't the only 
company that has had this situation." 


The important question, he said, is 


"where a car is garaged," not where 
it is registered. The car in the suit is 
"garaged" 'in Lilly Lake, where there 
is no vehicle sticker ordinance. 


CHROMEK HAS just taken over the 


case from another attorney and said 
he could not estimate the company's 
cost of the case. 


Williams' said the city is named in 


traffic suits about seven times a year. 
Although most cases are handled by 
insurance companies, the costs are re- 
flected by increases in the village's 
insurance premiums. 


Lately, insurance companies' have 


been fighting such cases to discourage 
future lawsuits, he said. 


He said one insurance company 


recently spent $2,000 to win a case 
that it could have setted for $500. 


"IT'S TELLING them, 'In the fu- 


ture, look, we're not going to pay 
off,' " Williams said. 


Village Manger George Longmeyer 


said nuisance suits "cost a lot of time 
and money. 


"Apparently it's a matter of prin- 


ciple with this guy," he said. "There's 
ample evidence to uphold the (vil- 
lage) ordinance." 


In previous cases the court has 


ruled that a company should pay 
where its business offices are, no mat- 
ter if they have another address1, Wil- 
liams said. 


If the appellate court rules against 


the village, there would be little finan- 
cial effects because most vehicles in 
the village are privately owned, he 
said. 


No relief to MSB blast victims

Promises of relief for Mount Pros- 


pect residents plagued with property 
damage allegedly caused from under- 
ground dynamite blasting remain un- 
kept, leaving homeowners by the way- 
side and their claims ignored. 


A meeting that could have resulted 


in some compromise settlements once 
again has been postponed. The Illinois 
Dept. of Insurance said it wants the 
"true picture" of what has occurred 
in the village since the blasting began 
more than a year ago on the Metro- 
politan Sanitary District's deep-tunnej 
sewage treatment project. The meet- 
ing originally was scheduled for next 
week. A meeting now is unlikely until 
late in the month, 


"It looks like we have to do a little 


more investigating to see just how 
many residents have claims with 
Bituminous Casualty Co.," said Dale 
Turvey, assistant deputy director of 


the state insurance department. Bitu- 
minous is the contractor's insurance 
firm. "Our plans are to get a list of 
people from the MSD and call the 
president of Bituminous to let him 
know we're concerned. We want to 
get involved with overseeing the prob- 
lem." 


ALTHOUGH THE state has re- 


viewed only three complaints from 
village residents living near the blast- 
ing sites, nearly 50 complaints have 
been recorded by Mount Prospect offi- 
cials and referred to the sanitary dis- 
trict. 


The Bituminous Casualty Co., Chi- 


cago, insures for the James McHugh 
Construction 
C o., 
Chicago c o n- 


tractors hired by the MSD to blast 
several tunnel shafts throughout the 
v i l l a g e . Residents contend their 
homes have suffered thousands of dol- 
lars in damage from foundation and 
plaster cracks that were not there be- 


fore the blasting started. 


"Bituminous at this point is saying 


they're not liable," Turvey said. 
"They didn't want to meet the people 
because of possible subsequent litiga- 
tion. They think it will end up being a 
shouting match. I think it's a serious 
matter." 


BECAUSE OF Bituminous' lack of 


cooperation with village residents, 
Turvey said he will talk with com- 
pany officials first, then suggest they 
attend a meeting in Mount Prospect 
with homeowners, state insurance of- 
ficials 
and MSD representatives. 


Maryor Carolyn H. Krause said she 
would like to hold a meeting Sept. 27 
to try to remedy the situation but Tur- 
vey is not sure his study will be com- 
plete by then. 


"We can make them talk to us," 


Turvey said. "We can request all of 
their documentation and the claims, I 
want to see copies of all of the files. 


When we get the true picture, hopeful- 
ly we can have that meeting. We want 
to look for the loopholes." 


Homeowners, meanwhile, have been 


told by the MSD to try to settle their 
property damage claims with their 
own insurance companies. Turvey 
said in some cases, residents could re- 
ceive faster relief that way. Some citi- 
zens, however, have said their home- 
owners insurance agents already have 
been investigating the claims for 
more than three months. 


Turvey said he does not want to 


give Mount Prospect residents false 
or high hopes. "But if we were con- 
vinced (Bituminous is not respon- 
sible) we'd be wasting time," he said. 
"We're concerned with the practices 
of Bituminous and we haven't given 
up that it might be settled. We want 
to make some evaluations — be the 
middle man if possible. We will help 
negotiate the situation to see that it's 
done right.'* 


Park property transfer threatened 


The developer of the Westbury sub- 


division in Hoffman Estates Thursday 
night threatened to deed at least 20 
park sites there to the village instead 
of the park district. 


But Donald Kirk, president of Allis- 


ter Construction Co., Hoffman Es- 
tates, later backed down and said he 
would meet next week with park 
board members in hopes of working 
out a settlement to the controversy. 


In a meeting with parks and village 


officials that originally was supposed 
to iron out differences, Kirk said an 
agreement had been reached last fall 
between his firm and the park district 
to transfer deeds to about 20 park 
sites north of the tollway to the dis- 
trict. 


But parks officials say no formal 


vote was taken and there is no bind- 
ing agreement. They contend the Ai- 
lister firm should grade the undeve- 
loped property, spread four inches of 
top soil and seed the sites. They also 
have asked the company to donate $25 
for each of about 300 houses in the 


subdivision. 


KIRK 
THURSDAY charged the 


park district is failing to honor the 
agreement. 


"As far as I'm concerned, I don't 


want to negotiate with you because 
I'm not negotiating. I'm going to pro- 
vide funds to develop the parks, but 
not to you," he told Park Board Pres. 
Gerald Lavey. 


He said he would ask the village to 


undertake the responsibility, agreed 
upon in the supplemental annexation 
agreement, to develop the parksites 
"so that the people will have some- 
thing for next spring growing." 


Village Pres. Virginia Hayter said 


the village might not provide recrea- 
tion in Westbury but could provide 
park sites. 


"I FEEL THAT I was duped," Kirk 


said. He said he acted on a good faith 
agreement with the board when he 
urged Westbury's disannexation from 
the Palatine Park District. He sug- 
gested that the subdivision leave Hoff- 
man Estates Park District and rejoin 


Palatine. 


"Since you're not providing the ser- 


vice I don't think you should benefit 
from tax revenues," he said. 


Lavey pointed out that the annexa- 


tion agreement with Allister said the 
"land and facilities be in good work- 
ing condition and repair" for park 
sites, and said the lots did not meet 
that requirement. 


MRS. HAYTER SAID that at the 


time Westbury disannexed from Pala- 
tine Park District, she told residents 
the Hoffman Estates Park District 
"can provide as good or better ser- 
vice" than the Palatine District. 


Kirk said he had told the park 


board he was willing to "work out 
whatever made good sense." 


Lavey said he did not recall Kirk 


saying that at meetings with the park 
board. He said he remembered that 
Kirk said according to a previous 
agreement he did not have to do any- 
thing more to the land. 


"I am willing and able to discuss 


solutions to problems," Kirk said. He 


told the park board he would "sit 
down in an aura of good faith with 
you and for you to tell me 'we need 
some help.' " 


He agreed to meet with the park 


board next Wednesday in an attempt 
to work out the controversy. 


"Do you doubt that?" Lavey said. 
"Yes," Hayter said. "If I had it to 


do over again, I would never agree" 
to the annexation. 


Kirk said the park site discussion 


had failed to consider the welfare of 
Westbury residents. "I haven't heard 
that addressed at all," he said. 


The board had returned deeds to 


three park sites and earlier this week 
was preparing to return deeds to 
about eight other lots because they 
are undeveloped. 


MRS. HAYTER SAID that returning 


the deeds was a sign the park district 
did not want the open space in West- 
bury for parks. She suggested the vil- 
lage use an option in the Westbury 
annexation agreement that allows Al- 
lister to donate the land to the village 
or the park district. 


Anita doesn't stop Gulf fishermen 


G1LCHRIST, Tex. (UPI) - Don 


Sharrock looked out at the fishermen 
from the sheltered office of a fishing 
pier through a mist of sea spray kick- 
ed up by Hurricane Anita, at that 
point Thursday only 175 miles out in 
the Gulf. 


"It's worse than choppy out there," 


Sharrock said. "Them waves are six 
to eight feet and you can feel them 
lapping up against the bottom of the 
pier — but that don't stop them. 


"Seems like those diehards don't 


leave until it just gets so bad that 
they don't have anyplace to stand." 


FOR A FEW glorious days, between 


the cairn before the storm and the 
devastation of the winds themselves, 
redfish can be caught as at no other 
time in the heavy seas of an ap- 
proaching hurricane. 


Sharrock said sportsmen prefer 


rough weather when fishing for red- 
f/sh in the Textw Gulf. Hurricane Ani- 


ta this week brought them to the Gulf 
Haven Fishing Pier in this tiny fish- 
ing town southeast of Houston, 


"We had about 150 to 200 folks out 


there last night," he said. "They 
probably caught 20 redfish — which 
wasn't no big run, but it's just on the 
verge of it. 


"It's spawning season, so the fish 


are schooling anyway, but when the 
weather gets rough they come run- 
ning through the cuts (in the bay) 
with the current. I guess you catch so 
many because that mullet (bait) gets 
kicked up by the waves and the fish 
just snap it up." 


SHARROCK SAID the numbers of 


fishermen braving the turbulent surf 
had dwindled during the morning. 


"The rain ran the biggest majority 


of them out/' he said, "but they'll be 
back..." 


Sharrock, a shrimper whose busi- 


ness was interrupted by Anita, said he 


plans to remain on his father-in-law's 
pier until the waves make it too un- 
comfortable. 


"You catch a big oP wave every 


now and there that gives you a 
scare," he said. "But she's built pret- 
ty sturdy and about as bad as it gets 


is when the waves loosen up the 
boards. 


"Most of the women folk have taken 


off for higher ground already," he 
said, "The men are hanging around to 
see what little things need to be done 
and to make sure nobody takes any- 
thing out."

' ( I ' m very saddened and dis- 


appointed in him for doing it,' he said. 
"For someone who has recently come 
into this community, he shows a total 
disregard for the need of the commu- 
nity." 


Robert Birks, owner of the other 


taxicab company operating in the vil- 
lage, Arlington City Cab Co., said he 
will continue participating in the pro- 
gram, though it costs him about $100 
a month. 


Village officials took issue 
with 


Kolls1 $3 figure as the average fare. A 
study conducted in 1974 concluded 
that the average ride within village 
limits was $1.60 and Birks said that 
figure is close to the current average. 


JOHN GIANOPULOS, chairman of 


the senior citizens committee, said he 
doesn't believe Kolls is losing enough 
money to warrant dropping out of the 
program. 


"When we first started this pro- 


gram he had one cab. Sinctf then he 
has expanded his service (to four 


cabs) yet he cries now that he can't 
afford to pick up seniors," he said. 


"When one is in a position to buy 


new cabs I find that financial situ- 
ation hard to believe," he said.

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Cancers linked to dietary fat: scientist

Fat in meats, dairy products and 


vegetable oils promotes three of the 
most deadly forms of cancer, a noted 
health researcher told the American 
Chemical Society Thursday. 


Colon, rectal and breast cancers are 


as surely linked to fat in the diet as 
lung cancer is to smoking, Dr. John 
Weisburger of the American Health 
Foundation, Valhalla, N.Y., told the 
convention. 


"Food additives, pesticides and sac- 


charin all have very little to do with 
the incidence of cancer of the colon or 
breast," Weisburger said. "The key is 
the fat component of the diet." 


THERE ARE 100,000 cases of colon 


and rectal cancer in the United States 


each year and the cancer is respon- 
sible for 27 per cent of all cancer 
deaths, Weisburger said. 


There are 60,000 cases of breast 


cancer in women yearly and the dis- 
ease is responsible for 20 per cent of 
all cancer deaths in women. 


The average American gets 45 per 


cent of his daily calories from either 
saturated fat, associated with meat 
and dairy products, or unsaturated 
fat, 
which is associated with vege- 


table oil. He said saturated fats are 
more harmful. 


By comparison, in Japan, where 


cases of breast, recta"! and colon can- 
cers are very low, only 20 per cent of 
a person's calories are from fats.

Americans adopt a "prudent diet" 
and lower their consumption of fat to 
33 per cent of their calorie intake. 


The recommendation was endorsed 


recently by the U.S. Senate Select 
Committee on Nutrition chaired by 
Sen.

"The public should want to lower its

EXPERIMENTS 
with laboratory 


animals have shown that the in- 
cidence of breast and intestinal can- 
cer is reduced by 50 per cent when fat 


intake is lowered, Weisburger said. 


The total amount of fat consumed 


by Americans increased 26 per cent 
between 1910 and 1970, another bio- 
chemist, S. P. Yang of Texas Tech 
University, reported. Saturated fat 
in the American diet actually de- 
creased 7 per cent in that time, while 
unsaturated fat increased 180 per 
cent. 


Weisburger said the scientists do 


not think fat causes cancer but in- 
stead promotes its development in two 
significant ways. 


It increases the amount of bile acid 


in the digestive system, which in turn 
is thought to stimulate intestinal can- 
cers. 


IN WOMEN, fat affects the pituita- 


ry gland, which produces the hormone 
prolactin. High concentrations of pro- 
lactin, as well as the hormone estro- 
gen in the breast have been connected 
with breast cancer, Weisburger said. 


Dr. L. 0 Crosby of the National 


Cancer Institute said the study of en- 
vironmental causes of cancer, in- 
cluding diet, is leading to ways to pre- 
vent the disease. 


"We're not going to find the 'cure' 


for cancer. Prevention is the key if 
we're going to increase our survival/1 
Crosby said. 


A recent Gallup poll showed that 


cancer is the disease most feared by 
Americans, Crosby said. Fifty-eight 
per cent of the persons questioned in 
the 1977 poll Jisted it as the most 


dreaded disease. 


CROSBY WARNED against radical 


changes in diet that may lessen the 
risk of one cancer but, greatly heigh- 
ten the danger of some other form of 
the disease. 


"Diet is a two-edged sword and a 


drop in the incidence of one kind of 
tumor could on.lv mean a rise in an- 
b 


o t h e r . Before making any vast 
changes in your diet, or falling for a 
fad diet, think about it first," Crosby 
told the chemists.

Panamanian sets himself afire 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (UPI) - 


A Panamanian muttering "they 
must not sign" doused imself with 
flammable fluid and set himself 
afire in front of the U.S. Embassy 
Thursday to protest the new Pan- 
ama Canal Treaty. 


He was critically burned before 


U.S. 
Marine guards managed to 


smother the sheet of flames that 
engulfed him as he stagged down 
the sidewalk. 


Police identified the man as 


Leopoldo Aragon, a 50-year-old 
Panamanian who has lived in 
Stockholm for several years. They 
said he was the founder and sole 
member of the Panamanian Lib- 


eration Command, which opposed 
the Panamanian government and 
an American presence there. 


A DOCUMENT found near his 


body, written in Spanish and bear- 
ing a Panamanian Liberation 
Command letterhead, 
denounced 


the new canal treaty. However, it 
was so badly burned the text was 
unreadable in parts. 


Doctors at Karolinsksa Institute 


said Aragon suffered burns over 
90 per cent of his body. 


Jan Sandkvist, a television re- 


porter who knew Aragon, said the 
Panamanian had written him a 
letter some days ago explaining 
"why I am killing myself." 


He also spoke with Sandkvist 


about 15 minutes before he set 
himself afire. 


. "He 
was calm 
and deter- 


mined," 
Sandkvist said. 
"He 


wanted us to film the incident and 
get publicity for his cause." It 
was not filmed. 


A Swedish guard at the embas- 


sy told police, "The man lifted a 
white bag over his head and 
poured some fluid over his body. 
Then he went up in flames." 


Marines rushed to his aid, cov- 


ering him with their jackets and 
shoving him to the ground. 


U.S. CHARGE d'Affaires Jack 


Perry said when he rushed out of 


the building he heard Aragon mut- 
tering, "They must not sign." 


The charred remnants of his 


clothes were scattered across the 
embassy lawn. 


In his letter to Sandkvist, Ara- 


gon wrote; 


"I am burning myself so my 


people, the Panamanian people, 
will have the right to choose and 
decide whether they accept or re- 
ject the Canal treaties 'nego- 
tiated' between dictator (Omar) 


. Torrijos and the United Staes gov- 


ernment in a true plebiscite, nofc 
in a Torrijos' fascist referen- 
dum." 


The treaty is scheduled to be 


signed in Washington Sept. 7. 


4-step water rate plan 


A four-step graduated water rate 


structure that would charge more as 
use increases has been proposed by 
the Palatine Village Board's water 
committee. 


The committee Thursday night di- 


rected Village Mgr. Anton H. Harwig 
to develop cost figures for a four-step 
rate structure that would favor light 
users while penalizing heavy users 
with a higher fee. 
i 


The committee has been reviewing 


the water rate structure for the past 
two months with the aim of devel- 
oping a schedule that would encourage 
water conservation by charging more 
for higher use, 


THE PRESENT two-step fee sched- 


ule is directly opposite of that prin- 
ciple and charges less for higher use. 
The rate is 40 cents per 100 cubic feet 
for the first 3,000 cubic feet and 30 
cents per 100 cubic feet for amounts 
over 3,000 cubic feet. 


At the same time the committee 


wants to change the rate structure, it 
does not want to increase total water 
revenues because the board has vow- 
ed not to approve a flat water rate 
increase. 
i 
t 
Figures presented to the committee 


by Harwig show that 84 per cent of 
the village's water customers are us- 
ing on^y 5 per cent of the water sup- 


ply or 6,000 cubic feet or less per 
quarter. The average family of four 
uses about 5,400 cubic feet per quar- 
ter. 


The figures also show that less than 


2 per cent of the village's customers 
use 26 per cent of the village's water 
supply or 14,000 cubic feet or more 
per quarter. The figures are based on 
a study of billings for a one-year peri- 
od from August 1976 through July 
1977. 


VILLAGE PRES. Robert J. Guss 


proposed the four-step breakdown of 
6,000 cubic feet or less, 6,001 to 9,000 
cubic feet, 9,001 to 14,000 cubic feet 
and 14,001 and more. 


Based on the recommendation, Guss 


said most of the village users, or 
those who quarterly use 6,000 cubic 
feet or less, would benefit from the 
new structure by paying less while 
heavy users, especially those over 
14,000 cubic feet, would pay a higher 
rate since they are making the most 
demand on the supply. 


No cost figures were presented but 


Guss said, for example, if 35 cents per 
100 cubic feet were charged for the 
first 6,000 cubic feet, these users 
would have no change in their present 
bills while 5 cent increments for the 
next three steps would mean heavy 
users would pay a proportionately 
higher share for the higher share of 
water they use.

Mrs. Ravenscraft said the obscene 


calls have been going on for months, 
"but in the past week it's gotten 
worse," She said women from the 
Northwest suburban area and from as 
far away as Gurnee have called to 
report the obscene caller. 


"He starts out so nice and business- 


like and then gets very, very ob- 
scene," she said. 


THE CALLER identifies himself as 


a Frederick's recruiter and promises 
the women several undergarments if 
they will come in for a modeling 
tryout. Frederick's is known for its 
marketing of risque women's apparel. 


"You get some women who are a 


little bit conceited and they think 
maybe he's seen them somewhere and 
is serious about it," Mrs. Ravenscraft 
said. "Some of them are even stupid 
enough to give him their addresses." 


SHE SAID ONE woman was "hys- 


terical" following a conversation with 
the caller. 


Mrs. Ravenscraft said she wanted 


to publicize the calls in order to warn 
women against speaking with anyone 
who identifies himself as a Fred-

Sticker question costing village 


A dispute over a $10 village vehicle 


sticker and a $25 fine has blossomed 
into a lengthy' court battle between 
the Village of Hoffman Estates and 
Union Oil Co. 


It- all began in .July 1976 when a

pany-owned car, was ticketed at the 
firm's Hoffman Estates office for fail- 
ing to have a village vehicle sticker. 
A Cook County Circuit Court judge 
levied the $25 fine. 


But Union Oil has appealed the 


case. It will be heard in the Illinois 
Appellate Court Sept. 19. 


VILLAGE PRES Virginia Hayter 


called the case a "nuisance suit.'* 


"Nonsense suits are costing us mil- 


lions of dollars we shouldn't be spend- 
ing," she said. 


Village Atty. Richard Williams set 


the price-tag closer to $200 — the le- 


gal fees the village paid in connection 
with the case before Wiliams became 
a salaried employe last February. 
Since then it has become one of his 
normal chores, but he points out that 
he could be spending his time "work- 
ing on zoning things or other mat- 
ters .'' 


Williams said the Union Oil car was 


driven by a saJesman who lives in Lil- 
ly Lake, 111., but worked in Hoffman 
Estates. A Hoffman Estates ordinance 
requires that vehicles registered in 
the village or owned by a village resi- 
dent must have a sticker. 


"WE CLAIM THE owner, Union Oil, 


resides in Hoffman Estates. They 
claim it resides in California," where 
the company is based, Williams said. 


"It's a legal question of who has the 


right to tax you,'* said Paul Chromek, 
attorney for Union Oil. "No law tells 


us what city we have to pay. 


"It affects not only our company, 


but many organizations who have 
fleet cars," Chromek said. Union Oil 
is fighting the case to settle the ques- 
tion for itself and other companies, he 
said, adding, "We aren't the only 
company that has had this situation." 


The important question, he said, is 


"where a car is garaged," not where 
it is registered. The car in the suit is 
"garaged" in Lilly Lake, where there 
is no vehicle sticker ordinance. 


CHROMEK HAS just taken over the 


case from another attorney and said 
he could not estimate the company's 
cost of the case. 


Williams said the city is named in 


traffic suits about seven times a year. 
Although most cases are handled by 
insurance companies, the costs are re-

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Cancers linked to dietary fat: scientist 


by KURT BAER 


Fat in meats, dairy products and 


vegetable oils promotes three of the 
most deadly forms of cancer, a noted 
health researcher told the American 
Chemical Society Thursday. 


Colon, rectal and breast cancers are 


as surely linked to fat in the diet as 
lung cancer is to smoking, Dr. John 
Weisburger of the American Health 
Foundation, Valhalla, N.Y., told the 
convention. 


"Food additives, pesticides and sac- 


charin alt have very iittle to do with 
the Incidence of cancer of the colon or 
breast." Weisburger said. "The key is 
the fat component of the diet/' 


THERE ARE 100,000 cases of colon 


and rectal cancer in the United States 


* 


each year and the cancer is respon- 
sible for 27 per cent of all cancer 
deaths, Weisburger said. 


There are 60,000 cases of breast 


cancer in women yearly and the dis- 
ease is responsible for 20 per cent of 
all cancer deaths in women. 


The average American gets 45 per 


cent of his daily calories from either 
saturated fat, associated with meat 
and dairy products, or .unsaturated 
fat, which is associated with vege- 
table oil. He said saturated fats are 
more harmful. 


By comparison, in Japan, where 


cases of breast, rectal and colon can- 
cers are very low, only 20 per cent of 
a person's calories are from fats.

interest section, spoke for the United 
States. 


"AS CLOSE neighbors, Cuba and 


the U.S. share important interests but 
we will also face major problems in 
our relations, some of long standing," 
Lane said. "To find solutions to these 
problems will take time as well as 
mutual efforts, goodwill and increased 
understanding." 


Diplomats ranging from the Chinese 


to the Africans to the Swiss hosts 
stood in line, 500 to 600 guests cram- 
med elbow to elbow, in sweltering 
heat, perspiration running down their 
faces, to shake hands with the Ameri- 
cans and say, "Welcome to Cuba." 


At one point there was a great 


crash from the direction where the 
Cuban workmen were hammering. No 
one even looked. 


Chunks of plaster littered the floor 


and several windows were broken — 
not by rocks, the Swiss caretakers 
said, but from high winds from the 
sea. 


The wading puol in the garden was

Edward Washak and Eugene Bre- 


wer were measuring bridges in Kane 
County Thursday. 


For $9.62 per hour, one man extend- 


ed an expandable measuring stick to 
measure the distance between the 
bridge and the roadway underneath. 
The other wrote it down. 


Back at the Illinois Dept. of Trans-

Americans adopt a "prudent diet" 
and lower their consumption of fat to 
33 per cent of their calorie intake. 


The recommendation was endorsed 


recently by the U.S. Senate Select 
Committee on Nutrition chaired by 
Sen. George McGovern, D-S.D., Weis- 
berger said. 


"The public should want to lower its 


fat consumption in the same way that, 
after 20 years, we are beginning to 
see some changes in smoking habits," 
he said. 


"Agribusiness must be persuaded to 


sell the public lower-fat food." 


EXPERIMENTS 
with 
laboratory 


animals have shown that the in- 
cidence of breast and intestinal can- 
cer is reduced by 50 per cent when fat 


intake is lowered, Weisburger said. 


The total amount of fat consumed 


by Americans increased 26 per cent 
between 1910 and 1970, another bio- 
chemist, S. P. Yang of Texas Tech 
University, reported. Saturated fat 
in the 'American diet actually de- 
creased 7.per cent in that time, while 
unsaturated fat increased 
180 per 


cent. 


Weisburger said the scientists do 


not think fat causes cancer but in- 
stead promotes its development in two 
significant ways. 


It increases the amount of bile acid 


in the digestive system, which in turn 
is thought to stimulate intestinal can- 
cers. 


IN WOMEN, fat affects the pituita- 


ry gland, which produces the hormone 
prolactin. High concentrations of pro- 
lactin, as well as the hormone estro- 
gen in the breast have been connected 
with breast cancer, Weisburger said. 


Dr. L. 0 Crosby of the National 


Cancer Institute said the study of en- 
vironmental causes of cancer, in- 
cluding diet, is leading to ways to pre- 
vent the disease. 


"We're not going to find the 'cure' 


for cancer. Prevention is the key if 
we're going to increase our survival," 
Crosby said. 


A recent Gallup poll showed that 


cancer is the disease most feared by 
Americans, Crosby said. Fifty-eight 
per cent of the persons questioned in 
the 1977 poll )isted it as the most 


dreaded disease. 


CROSBY WARNED against radical 


changes in diet that may lessen the 
risk of one cancer but, greatly heigh- 
ten the danger of some other form of 
the disease. 


"Diet is a two-edged sword and a 


drop in the incidence of one kind of 
tumor could only mean a rise in an- 
o t h e r . Before making any vast 
changes in your diet, or falling for a 
fad diet, think about it first," Crosby 
told the chemists.

American Embassy in Stockholm after 
he set himself afire in apparent protest 


against the signing of a Panama Canal 
treaty between the U.S. and Panama. 
Police say the man Identified himself at 


the hospital as Leopoldo Aragon. U.S 
Marine guards smothered the flames. 
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Panamanian sets himself afire 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (UPI) — 


A Panamanian muttering "they 
must not sign" doused imself with 
flammable fluid and set himself 
afire in front of the U.S. Embassy 
Thursday to protest the new Pan- 
ama Canal Treaty. 


He was critically burned before 


U.S. Marine guards managed to 
smother the sheet of flames that 
engulfed him as he stagged down 
the sidewalk. 


Police identified the man as 


Leopoldo Aragon, a 50-year-old 
Panamanian who has lived in 
Stockholm for several years. They 
said he was the founder and sole 
member of the Panamanian Lib- 


eration Command, which opposed 
the Panamanian government and 
an American presence there, 


A DOCUMENT found near his 


body, written in Spanish and bear- 
ing a Panamanian Liberation 
Command letterhead, denounced 
the new canal treaty. However, it 
was so badly burned the text was 
unreadable in parts. 


Doctors at Karolinsksa Institute 


said Aragon suffered burns over 
90 per cent of his body. 


Jan Sandkvist, a television re- 


porter who knew Aragon, said the 
Panamanian had written him a 
letter some days ago explaining 
"why I am killing myself." 


He also spoke with Sandkvist 


about 15 minutes before he set 
himself afire. 


"He was calm 
and deter- 


mined," 
Sandkvist said. 
"He 


wanted us to film the incident and 
get publicity for his cause." It 
was not filmed. 


A Swedish guard at the embas- 


sy told police, "The man lifted a 
white bag over his head and 
poured some fluid over his body. 
Then he went up in flames." 


Marines rushed to his aid, cov- 


ering him with their jackets1 and 
shoving him to the ground. 


U.S. CHARGE d'Affaires Jack 


Perry said when he rushed out of 


the building he heard Aragon mut- 
tering, "They must not sign." 


The charred remnants of his 


clothes were scattered across the 
embassy lawn. 


In his letter to Sandkvist, Ara- 


gon wrote: 


"I am burning myself so my 


people, the Panamanian people, 
will have the right to choose and 
decide whether they accept or re- 
ject the Canal treaties 'nego- 
tiated' between dictator (Omar) 
Torrijos and the United Staes gov- 
ernment in a true plebiscite, not 
in a Torrijos' fascist referen- 
dum." 


The treaty is scheduled to be 


signed in Washington Sept. 7. 


No relief to MSD blast victi ms

Promises of relief for Mount Pros- 


'pect residents plagued with property 
damage allegedly caused from under- 
ground dynamite blasting remain un- 
kept, leaving homeowners by the way- 
side and their claims ignored. 


A meeting that could have resulted 


in some compromise settlements once 
again has been postponed. The Illinois 
Dept. of Insurance said it wants the 
"true picture" of what has occurred 
in the village since the blasting began 
more than a year ago on the Metro- 
politan Sanitary District's deep-tunnej 
sewage treatment project. The meet- 
ing originally was scheduled for next 


week. A meeting now is unlikely until 
late in the month. 


"It looks like we have to do a little 


more investigating to see just how 
many residents have claims with 
Bituminous Casualty Co.," said Dale 
Turvey, assistant deputy director of 
the state insurance department. Bitu- 
minous is the contractor's insurance 
firm. "Our plans are to get a list of 
people from the MSD and call the 
president of Bituminous to let him 
know we're concerned. We want to 
get involved with overseeing the prob- 
lem/' 


ALTHOUGH THE state has re- 


viewe<L only three complaints from 


village residents living near the blast- 
ing sites, nearly 50 complaints have 
been recorded by Mount Prospect offi- 
cials and referred to the sanitary dis- 
trict. 


The Bituminous Casualty Co., Chi- 


cago, insures for the James McHugh 
Construction 
Co., 
Chicago con- 


tractors hired by the MSD to blast 
several tunnel shafts throughout the 
v i l l a g e . Residents contend their 
homes have suffered thousands of dol- 
lars in damage from foundation and 
plaster cracks that were not there be- 
fore the blasting started. 


"Bituminous at this point is saying 


they're not liable," Turvey said. 


"They didn't want to meet the people 
because of possible subsequent litiga- 
tion. They think it will end up being a 
shouting match. I think it's a serious 
matter." 


BECAUSE OF Bituminous' lack of 


cooperation with village residents, 
Turvey said he will talk with com- 
pany officials first, then suggest they 
attend a meeting in Mount Prospect 
with homeowners, state insurance of- 
ficials 
and 
MSD 
representatives. 


Maryor Carolyn H. Krause said she 
would like to hold a meeting Sept. 27 
to try to remedy the situation but Tur- 
vey is not sure his study will be com- 
plete by then. 
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Dist. 59 teachers OK pact granting 7% pay increase

Teachers in Elk Grove Township 


Dlst. 59 Thursday ratified a tentative 
contract granting them an average 7 
per cent salary increase in 1977-78. 


The Dist. 59 Board of Education will 


vote on the contract when it meets at 
8 p.m. Tuesday at the administration 
building, 2123 S. Arlington Heights 
Rd., Arlington Heights. 


The contract awards teachers, sala- 


ry increases ranging from 4 to 8 per 
cent. Teachers already earning the 
top pay for their qualifications will be 
getting the 4 per cent raises. 


The contract increases starting 


teacher salaries to $10,300, $400 more 
than the 1976-77 starting teachers re- 
ceived. 


THE SETTLEMENT is comparable 


!to recent contract 
agreements in 


neighboring districts. Teachers in 
Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 will 
start at $10,325 this school year and 
teachers in Palatine Township Dist. 15 
will start at $10,100. 


In addition to the 4 per cent in- 


crease in the base salary for teachers 
with no experience, the Dist. 59 con- 
tract also calls for a step increase, 


which varies 
depending on each 


teacher's education and experience. 
Teachers with more education and ex- 
perience receive a greater percentage 
step increase. 


The top salary for a teacher with 15 


years experience, a master's degree 
and 30 hours toward a doctorate de- 
gree is $21,700, up $850 from the 1976- 
77 top salary. 


Court battle takes time, money 
Sticker situation costs village 


A dispute over a $10 village vehicle 


sticker and a $25 fine has blossomed 
into a lengthy court battle between 
the Village of Hoffman Estates and 
Union Oil Co. 


It all began in July 1976 when a 


Union Oil salesman, driving a com- 
pany-owned car, was ticketed at the 
firm's Hoffman Estates office for fail- 
ing to have a village vehicle sticker. 
A Cook County Circuit Court judge 
levied the $25 fine. 


But Union Oil has appealed the 


case. It will be heard in the Illinois 
Appellate Court Sept. 19. 


VILLAGE PRES Virginia Hayter 


called the case a "nuisance suit." 


"Nonsense suits are costing us mil- 


lions of dollars we shouldn't be spend- 
ing." she said. 


Village Atty. Richard Williams set 


the price-tag closer to $200 — the le- 
gal fees the village paid in connection 
with the case before Wiliams became 
a salaried employe last February. 
Since then it has become one of his 
normal chores, but he points out that 
he could be spending his time "work- 
Ing on zoning things or other mat- 
ters." 


Williams said the Union Oil car was 


driven by a salesman who lives in Lil- 
ly Lake, III., but worked in Hoffman 
Estates, A Hoffman Estates ordinance 


requires that vehicles registered in 
the village or owned by a village resi- 
dent must have a sticker. 


"WE CLAIM THE owner, Union Oil, 


resides in Hoffman Estates. They 
claim it resides in California," where 
the company is based, Williams said. 


"It's a legal question of who has the 


right to tax you," said Paul Chromek, 
attorney for Union Oil. "No law tells 
us what city we have to pay. 


"It affects not only our company, 


but many organizations who have 
fleet cars," Chromek said. Union Oil 
is fighting the case to settle the ques- 
tion for itself and other companies, he 
said, adding, "We aren't the only 
company that has had this situation." 


The important question, he said, is 


"where a car is garaged," not where 
it is registered. The car in the suit is 
"garaged" -in Lilly Lake, where there 
is no vehicle sticker ordinance. 


CHROMEK HAS just taken over the 


case from another attorney and said 
he could not estimate the company's 
cost of the case. 


Williams said the city is named in 


traffic suits about seven times a year. 
Although most cases are handled by 
insurance companies, the costs are re- 
flected by increases in the village's 
insurance premiums. 


Lately, insurance companies have 


been fighting such cases to discourage 
future lawsuits, he said. 


Village gets auto safety citation 


A safety citation has been awarded 


to Mount Prospect by the American 
Automobile Assn. because there have 
been no traffic deaths in the village 
for the past three years. 


A total of 2,577 cities and 29 states 


entered the 38th annual Pedestrian 
Safety inventory contest this year, 
which reviewed accomplishments dur- 
ing the 1976 calendar year. Municipal- 


ities and states were evaluated and 
compared with others of comparable 
size and characteristics. 


"A lot of it has to do with our Offi- 


cer Friendly program going into the 
schools — through education," said 
Commander John Savage of the 
Mount Prospect Police Dept. "We're 
making citizens, particularly the chil- 
dren, aware of safety habits in differ- 
ent situations."

THE CALLER identifies himself as

"You get some women who are a 


little bit conceited and they think 


maybe he's seen them somewhere and 
is serious about it," Mrs. Ravenscraft 
said.

SHE SAID ONE woman was "hys- 


terical" following a conversation with 
the caller.
